THE BOOKS OF 1g14. 


It may be unkind to make disparaging re- 
marks about the absent, especially those past 
and gone, but it must conscientiously be said 
that 1914 made no extraordinary showing in 
the Fiction line. The Old Year had his good 
points—he was an artistic old soul, with a 
leaning toward poetry and drama, but none of 
his novels left the public breathless and eager. 
Two discoveries of last year, Dawson and 
Hutchinson, were in this year’s list, too, but 
neither “The Raft” nor “The Clean Heart” 
came up to the 1913 offerings of these writers. 

The most popular 1914 novel was a I913 
novel. “Pollyanna,” published in March, 1913 
appeared eight times in the Bookman’s sum- 
mary for the past year. It held second place 
in the PuBLIsHERS’ WEEKLY’s consensus, while 
last year’s leader, “The Inside of the Cup,” 
held third—an extraordinary record. 

SocioLocy, which a year ago usurped the 
place where Religion had rested securely for 
many years—the place second only to Fiction 
in popular regard—has just managed to keep 
that place. 1915 may turn the balance—or 
will this war show the effect of modern ten- 
dencies and turn the thought of the people to 
social and economic problems, rather than to 
works of consolation and religious leading 
which have always, heretofore, sprung up with 
new vigor in wartime? 

As the greater part of the books of 1914 
were written before the war broke out it is 
hardly possible to prove a great deal by the 
Statistics of the year, except for the increase 
toward the end of the year under History, 
due to an influx of books describing the con- 
flict. With the usual contrariness of figures, 


the year’s statistics prove quite the opposite 
of what was to be expected with regard to 








importations. One would be justified in ex- 
pecting to see a decline, whereas the figures 
are considerably higher this year, 2852 as 
against 2468 in 1913 and 2424 in I912. The 
importation, moreover, shows especial gains 
in the fall, each month since July, with the 
exception of September, showing an increase. 
On the whole, book production this year is 


_ slightly lower than in 1913—12010 as against 
| 12,230. But nobody need complain.

FICTION. 

Any definite tendency in the fiction of the 
year is not easily discoverable—novels of 
every sort have appeared to suit every taste. 
English authors have been a good deal in evi- 
dence, a large number of semi-standard and 
standard writers having sent forth something 
new. Few of the novels, however, surpass the 
best work of these authors, and many fall 
short of their usual standards. Joseph Con- 
rad’s “Chance” is perhaps an exception, for 
although its unusual method of narration 
may be somewhat trying, its claim to distinc- 
tion cannot be denied. Nor is Arnold Ben- 
nett’s “The Price of Love” to be disregarded. 
Like “Chance” it depends on more than plot, 
winning its way by the author’s craft. Anne 
Douglas Sedgwick’s “The Encounter” is a 
little disappointing after “Tante,” Mrs. Hum- 
phry Ward’s “Delia Blanchflower” is not her 
masterpiece, H. G. Wells’ “The Wife of Sir 
Isaac Harman” sets no new record for him, and 
Gertrude Atherton’s “Perch of the Devil” by 
no means outshines “Julia France and Her 
Times.” William De Morgan’s “When Ghost 
Meets Ghost,” Locke’s “The Fortunate Youth,” 
Walpole’s “The Duchess of Wrexe,” Daw- 
son’s “The Raft,” Herrick’s “Clark’s Field,” 
Jack London’s “The Mutiny of the Elsinore,” 
and Hutchinson’s “The Clean Heart” are con- 
sistently good, but not epoch-making. 

The wholesale scolding over, we may add a 
word of praise for some of the deserving. 
Mary Roberts Rinehart scored success in 
her two widely different novels, “The After 
House,” a mystery story, and “The Street of 
Seven Stars,” a romance that rings true. 
Countess von Arnim’s “The Pastor’s Wife” is 
as trenchant as her former works, and of 
especial interest at present in that It studies 
both the German and English character. The 
daughter of an English bishop finds herself 
unexpectedly free from the painful restric- 
tions of her every-day life and runs off to 
the Continent, coming back engaged to Herr 
Dremmel, a German pastor. Her life in a 
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Prussian village is described feelingly indeed 
—the English author knows whereof she 
writes ! 

In “The Witch” Mary Johnston has con- 
trived to introduce feminism—or at least the 
spirit of feminism—into a story of old Eng- 
land. Cleverly she shows how the free spirit 
of an older day—and assuredly there were 
free spirits among women then as now—comes 
under the ban. “The Rise of Jennie Cush- 
ing’ by Mary S. Watts, wherein a girl of 
quiet, compelling personality leaves a reform 
school for domestic service, and eventually 
goes to live with a man socially prominent, 
refusing his offer of marriage, is generally 
considered to confirm Mrs. Watts’ ranking as 
one of the foremost of America’s novelists. 
Another book which flaunts a red flag to the 
much baited feminist is Oliver Onions’ “Gray 
Youth,” wherein a selfish and absurdly “tem- 
peramental” young woman with enough brains 
to be dangerous cloaks her unworthy ambi- 
tions and tendencies in a garb of new free- 
dom. .Now, whether all or most or even many 
feminists are disguised Mother Eves, or 
whether Amory was a lamentable exception, 
Mr. Onions does not say, but his book sug- 
gests the former hypothesis. W. B. Maxwell’s 
“The Devil’s Garden” created considerable 
discussion, some claiming that it transgressed 
the bounds of propriety and belonged to the 
“objectionable” class, others that it was deep- 
ly sincere and moral. It is not, of course, an 
infallible rule, but it seems often true that 
the problem novel of this sort is more apt t 
be sincere when the characters are lowly o1 
middle-class in station. The converse, of 
course, is not true—that an author who places 
his sinners in a high social class is necessarily 
insincere in his endeavor to picture life truly 
—but it seems reasonable to suppose that one 
who writes solely to cater to the taste of 
those who enjoy the salacious will be apt tu 
give his characters some of the trappings ot 
place and power which so mightily impress 
the lovers of sensational literature. The hero 
of “The Devil’s Garden” is a postmaster in a 
small English town. 

To turn from moral problems to those pure- 
ly mental, some thoroughly good detective 
stories appeared this year, notably Anna 
Katharine Green’s “Dark Hollow” and Mau- 
rice Leblanc’s “The Teeth of the Tiger,” 
wherein the teeth in question form the only 
clue to a double murder of the most baffling 
variety. 

Henry Bordeaux’s “The House,” a signifi- 








cant picture of a French country household 
showing the development of a boy whose in- 
dividualistic ideas are not in accord with 
the emphasis put by his father on the impor- 
tance of the family and the race, met with 
appreciation. 

“Diane of the Green Van,” a romance with 
an American heroine, by Leona Dalrymple, 
and “The Eyes of the World,” a purpose novel 
by Harold Bell Wright, were leaders among 
the best sellers, and so significant evidently 
of one phase of America’s taste in things 
fictional. The former won the $10,000 novel 
competition of Reilly & Britton. 

Of the two kinds of humor,/the general sort 
that appeals to almost everybody, and the 
caviare variety for which “the general” have 
no use, there was a plentiful supply. “Penrod” 


| by Booth Tarkington is probably at the head 


of the first class, and the list contains such 
popular titles as H. E. Porter’s “Henry of 
Navarre, Ohio,” Marjorie B. Cooke’s “Bam- 
bi,” Eleanor Hallowell Abbott’s “Little Eve 
Edgarton,” Alice Hegan Rice’s “The Honor- 
able Percival,” Edna Ferber’s “Personality 
Plus,” W. W. Jacob’s “Night Watches” and 
Sewell Ford’s “On With Torchy.” Examples 
of the other sort of humorous writing, which, 
like parsnips or sandalwood, has an appeal for 
Mary and not for Jane—and Jane is not 
thereby necessarily discredited—are largely in 
evidence. In this class are Chesterton’s “The 
Flying Inn,” James Stephens’ “The Demi- 
Gods,” Eden Phillpotts’ “From the Angle of 
Seventeen,” Birmingham’s “General John Re- 
gan,” Anatole France’s “The Revolt of the 
Angels,” and “All Men are Ghosts” by L. P. 
Jacks. 

A few other novels, which do not fall easily 
into classification, deserve mention. “The 
Goldfish,” anonymous still, but understood to 
be the work of one who is on intimate terms 
with the social life whereof he writes, is a 
study and criticism of that social life, carry- 


| ing on the good work of such books as “V.V.’s 


Eyes” and “The Squirrel Cage.” “The Sala- 
mander” by Owen Johnson, which attained 
considerable popularity, is the study of a type 
—the young girl who lives alone with chums, 
hugely interested in life, yet quite confident 
of her ability to keep out of danger. Mary 
Heaton Vorse’s “The Heart’s Country” is an 
unusually sympathetic analysis of unselfish 
love. One who, like Marguerite Audoux 


claims to be untutored and carries convic- 
tion by the very simplicity of his narrative, 
has written a single novel “The Ragged 
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Trousered Philanthropists.” The sponsors for

Morse, “Notes of a Son and Brother” by 
Henry James, “Thomas Wentworth Higgin- 
son” by Mrs. Higginson, “Forty Years of

and “Goldwin Smith” by Arnold Haultain.

HISTORY. 


History is being so rapidly made that it is 
not easy for historians to keep abreast of 
events. That many are endeavoring to do 
so is evidenced by the large increase of titles 
on the war listed during the latter part of 
1914. On the theoretic side we have, to quote

especially as the love story is of a most ro- | J. M. Beck, in which the arguments of both 


sides are judicially weighed, “The War and 
America” by Hugo Miinsterberg, an earnest 
attempt to defend Germany’s action, “The 
World War” by E. F. Baldwin, “Treitschke 
and the Great War” by Joseph McCabe, “How 
the War Began” by J. M. Kennedy, and a 
dozen more. Among the most interesting of 
the war narratives are Richard Harding 
Davis’s “With the Allies” and E. A. Powell’s 
“Fighting in Flanders..” Dr. A. K. Graves’ 
“The Secrets of the German War Office” 
created no little interest, although its revela- 
tions have been partially discredited. 
Important works on United States history 


| included “The British Empire and the United 


States” by W. O. Dunning, who reviews the 
relations between these two countries during 
their hundred years of peace, “George the 
Third and Charles Fox,” the concluding part 
of George Trevelyan’s monumental “Amer- 


' ican Revolution,” and “The Power of Ideals 


in American History” by E. D. Adams. Sev- 
eral voluminous histories of specific parts of 


| the country have appeared, notably R. A. 


and G. L. Clark’s “A History of Connecticut.” 
Dean C. Worcester was the author of a valu- 
able historical and sociological study, “The 
Philippines Past and Present.” 

In two semi-historical semi-sociological 
works Guglielmo Ferrero tells us what we are 
like and what we are coming to. His “Be- 
tween the Old World and the New” has much 
to say on the tendencies of the times, and in 
‘Ancient Rome and Modern America” he shows 
how those ancient Romans whose pride pre- 
ceded their fall were like us, and how they 
were not. 

The Balkan troubles have had their his- 
torians, among the year’s offerings being 
“Hellas and the Balkan Wars” by D. J. 
Cassavetti, “The Balkans” by W. M. Sloan, 
“The Balkan Wars, 1912-1913” by Jacob G. 
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Schurman, and “The Struggle for Scutari 
(Turk, Slav and Albanian)” by Mary E. Dur- 
ham. 

Europe’s more ancient woes have been 
chronicled in “Famous Land Fights” by A. H. 
Atteridge, “Napoleon’s Invasion of Russia” 
by R. G. Burton, “Behind the Scenes in the 
Reign of Terror” by Hector Fleischmann, and 
“Napoleon at Bay, 1814,” by F. L. Petre. 

Volume three of “The Cambridge Medizval 
History,” to be complete in eight volumes, 
deals with “Germany and the Western Em- 
pire.” The English histories include “A His- 
tory of England” by E. P. Cheney who 
studies the period from the defeat of the 
Armada to the death of Elizabeth, “A History 
of England and Greater Britain” by A. L. 
Cross, who lays stress on the matters which 
most influenced America, and “Genesis of Lan- 
caster” by Sir James H. Ramsay. 

Count Paul Vassili, who was in a posi- 
tion to understand much that the outsider 
misses in politics, writes in “France From 
Behind the Veil,” a frank criticism of the 
social and political life of the past fifty years. 
Modern France is also discussed in Albert 
Léon Guérard’s “French Civilization in the 
Nineteenth Century.” The Tripoli enterprise 
is the subject of W. K. McClure’s “Italy in 
North Africa.” “Poland of To-day and Yes- 
terday” is a popular study by N. O. Winter. 
O. Valerie Kluchevsky is the author of “A 
History of Russia.” 

Asia is not forgotten, India being a par- 
ticular favorite. “The Cambridge History of 
India,” edited by Prof. E. J. Rapson and 
others, is to cover six volumes. The first, 
now ready, covers the period from the ear- 
liest times to the beginning of the Christian 
era. L. D. Barnett has also been investigat- 
ing India’s past, and tells of his discoveries 
in “Antiquities of India,” an account of the 
history and culture of ancient Hindustan. 
Vincent A. Smith goes back to 600 B. C. in his 
“The Early History of India” and takes the 
story to the Mohammedan conquest. G. E. 
Cory continues his “The Rise of South 
Africa,” volume two covering 1820-1834. 


TRAVEL AND DESCRIPTION. 


We shall probably never again see such a 
quick succession of epoch-making travel books 
as the last few years brought forth—the 
Peary, Amundsen and Scott narratives. 
Henceforth the travellers must content them- 
selves with reconquering old worlds. How- 
ever, the wildernesses are not yet all supplied 
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with macadamized roads—there are dan- 
gers aplenty for all who want them, as evi- 
denced by the 1914 crop of travel books. Can- 
ada and Alaska alone afford limitless oppor- 
tunities for personal hazard. The North 
American travel books of the past year include 
“Among the Canadian Alps” by L. J. Bur- 
pee, “Mountaineering and Exploration in 
the Selkirks” by Howard Palmer, “Ten Thou- 
sand Miles with a Dog Sled,” Archdeacon 
Hudson Stuck’s narrative of his winter jour- 
ney through Alaska and the same author’s 
“The Ascent of Denali (Mt. McKinley).” 

In contrast to 1913, 1914 made a good show- 
ing in the way of travel books on the United 
States, partly, perhaps, because of the ap- 
proaching Exposition. G. A. Birmingham’s 
“From Dublin to Chicago,” humorously told 
of course, gives an outsider’s idea of us, 
while Julian Street’s “Abroad at Home,” 
equally racy in the telling, shows how some of 
us look to the rest of us. A still different 
viewpoint is given in Wu Ting-fang’s shrewd 
“America Through the Spectacles of an Orien- 
tal Diplomat” and Baron P. B. d’E. de Con- 
stant’s “America and Her Problems.” From 
all these commentators we can discover 
wherein we vary from the normal, the normal 
being a variable factor depending on the ex- 
perience of the individual commentator. How- 
ever, on the whole they all seem to be fairly 
pleased with us. Irvin S. Cobb’s “Roughing 
It de Luxe” is a lively tale of the “Innocents 
Abroad” variety, its setting the Grand Canyon 
and California, and E. Alexander Powell tells 
in “The End of the Trail” a remarkable story 
of an automobile journey on this continent. 

The new Pennell book—enough said—is on 
“Our Philadelphia” and contains one hundred 
illustrations from lithographs. A remarkable 
series of letters, written with no thought of 
publication, appeared as “Letters of a Woman 
Homesteader.” They give a most interesting 
and humorous account of pioneer life in the 
West. 

Mexico and Panama are exceedingly well 
represented by such books as “Insurgent 
Mexico” by John Reed, “Modern Mexico” by 
R. J. MacHugh, “The Mexican People” by L. 
G. De Lara and Edgcumb Pinchon—native 
Mexicans, “The Panama Canal” by Frederic 
J. Haskins, “Panama” by Philippe-Jean-Bun- 
an-Varilla and many others. 

Col. Roosevelt saw to it that South America 
was not forgotten, giving in his “Through 
the Brazilian Wilderness” the complete narra- 
tive of his recent explorations and adventures. 
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Europe as she was had as usual countless 


friends to say good words for her, some of 
the most significant books being “In Dickens’ 


London” by F. Hopkinson Smith, with draw- | 


ings by the author, “From the Log of ‘The 
Velsa’” by Arnold Bennett, recounting wan- 
derings through Holland, Belgium, etc., 
“Cathedrals and Cloisters of Northern France” 
by Elise W. Rose, “Unvisited Places of Old 
Europe” by Robert Shackleton, “A Wanderer 
in Venice” by E. V. Lucas, “Camping in Crete” 
by A. B. R. Trevor-Battye, “Delightful Dal- 
matia” by Alice L. Moqué, and the first Eng- 
lish translation of Baedeker’s “Russia.” 

The African travellers produced among 
other works “North Africa and the Desert,” 


G. E. Woodberry’s sketches of no little liter- | 
ary value, “Morocco the Bizarre” by the for- | 


mer U. S. Consul, G. E. Holt, “Egypt in 
Transition” by Sidney J. M. Low, “Adventures 
Beyond the Zambesi” by Mrs. Frederick Matu- 
rin, and “Thinking Black” by Dan Crawford, 
who lived over twenty-two years in the long 
grass and believes that in order to understand 
the black man you must think as he does. 

The travel books of Asia seem largely con- 
cerned with political and social problems, 
rather than with description pure and sim- 
ple. We have, for example, in the 1914 list 
“Travel and Politics in Armenia” by Noel 
Buxton and H. Buxton; “The Modernizing of 
the Orient” by C. S. Cooper; “The Passing of 
Empire,” Harold Fielding-Hall’s forecast of 
the end of British rule in India”; “The Orient 
Question To-Day and To-Morrow” by Prince 
Lazarovich-Hrebelianovich ; “Through Siberia, 
the Land of the Future” by Fridtjof Nansen, 
and “Forces Mining and Undermining China” 
by R. R. Gibson. A good guide book of the 
Baedeker order appeared, “Terry’s Japanese 
Empire.” 

“My Life With the Eskimo” by Vilhjalmur 
Stefansson is of importance from many view- 
points, the author having given therein the 
results of studies based on years of intimate 
association with these people. 

A. J. Herbertson and O. J. R. Howarth are 
the editors of a six volume work which car- 
ries weight by its very name, “The Oxford 
Survey of the British Empire.” This large 
undertaking has been carried out in detail, 
each colony being described authoritatively 
and impartially. 


POLITICS AND SOCIOLOGY. 


As above mentioned, travel books and books 
on political and social problems are getting 








rather mixed. The heathen is no longer inter- 
esting to us merely because of his extraordi- 
nary ways and artistic setting. He is now a 
person—and a problem. Religion has also 
entered the sphere of sociology, or vice versa. 
If we try to group the world into orderly tens, 


| thereby proving design in creation, some ob- 


streperous subject spills over and mixes with 
another subject offending our housekeeperly 
instincts. This is a very unruly world. 

It is pleasing, however, to note a certain 
conformity in popular tendencies. 1914 has 
taken a distinct interest in the criminal. Baron 
Raffaele Garofalo gave us a large scientific 
workon “Criminology,” A. Esmein is the author 
of a comprehensive “History of Continental 
Criminal Procedure” with special reference to 
France, and George Ives compiled “A History 
of Penal Methods.” On the more popular 
side we have a number of works by those who 
write “from the inside”’—‘Prisons and Prison- 


| ers” by Lady Lytton, the first high rank mili- 


tant suffragist to be imprisoned, “Within 
Prison Walls” by T. M. Osborne, who volun- 
tarily spent a week in the New York state 
prison at Auburn, and “The Subterranean 
Brotherhood” by Julian Hawthorne. 

Toward the end of the year appeared a study 
of society by Elsie Clews Parsons, “Fear and 
Conventionality” in which it is cleverly shown 
that our modern conventions are but survivals 
of primitive distrust. 

It is only possible to pick at random a few 
books from the vast number of worth while 
works in the social and economic field. Nor- 
man Angell’s “Arms and Industry” and his 
former work “The Great Illusion” with the 
outbreak of war, came into renewed notice. 
The author proves pretty conclusively that 
not even the victorious country profits by war. 
In “Psychology and Social Sanity” Prof. 
Miinsterberg applies psychology to the ques- 
tions of the day, arriving at conclusions more 
pleasing to the conservatives than the radi- 
cals, 

Graham Wallas’s “The Great Society,” 
Stephen Graham’s “With Poor Immigrants to 
America,” Abraham Flexner’s “Prostitution 
in Europe,” R. T. Ely’s “Properity and Con- 
tract in Their Relations to the Distribution of 
Wealth,” Edward A. Ross’s “The Old World 
in the New” are but a few of the painstaking 
studies that are helping the world to better 
things. 

“The Unexpurgated Case Against Woman 
Suffrage” by Sir Almroth Wright settled once 
and for all woman’s claim to intellectual 
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equality, and proved that women should not 
vote. “My Own Story’ by Mrs. Emmeline 
Pankhurst proved equally conclusively that 
they should. So that subject will keep the 
presses flapping merrily for some time to 
come. 

One more volume by Saleeby on eugenics 
appeared, “The Progress of Eugenics.” A 
small book, but one destined to be a fore- 
runner, since it discusses a problem at the 
root of war, wages and the most far-reaching 
problems of the hour, appeared in “The Small 
Family System; Is It Injurious or Immoral?” 
by Charles Vickery Drysdale. 


SCIENCE, 


The scientific books of the year indicate 
no remarkable developments, although F. 
Soddy’s “The Chemistry of the Radio Ele- 
ments” is an important study in this still com- 
paratively new field. The discoveries of the 
last twenty-five years are summarized in “A 
New Era in Chemistry” by H. C. Jones, while 
“Handbook of Photomicrography” by H. 
Lloyd Hind and W. Bough Randles show 
what is being accomplished in that specific 
field. “Mountains; their Origin, Growth and 
Decay” by James Geikie may distress those 
who have placed their faith in the hills as the 
most permanent factors in a _ changing 
world. The volume is large and compre- 
hensive. 

Equally weighty is James W. Gregory’s “The 
Nature and Origin of Fiords.” With “The 
Standard Cyclopedia of Horticulture” we 
stand on more familiar ground. This monu- 
mental work on the birth, training and educa- 
tion of vegetables is under the editorship of 
L. H. Bailey and will run to six authoritative 
volumes, two being now ready. 

“Prehistoric Man and His Story,” which 
doubtless includes some reference to prehis- 
toric woman, is the work of Prof. G. F. S. 
Elliott. H. F. Osborn in “Men of the Old 
Stone Age” and Lord Avebury in “Prehistoric 
Times as Illustrated by Ancient Remains and 
the Manners and Customs of Modern 
Savages” also take us back to the “good 
old days.” 

Our animal friends have not been neglected. 
Cherry Kearton gives us “Wild Life Across 
the World,” Theodore Roosevelt and Edmund 
Heller produced “Life Histories of African 
Game Animals,” A. R. Dugmore gives the pic- 
turesque story of “The American Beaver,” 
and the inimitable Fabre increased our debt to 
him by writing “The Wild Bee.” 
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MISCELLANEOUS. 

The most noticéable increase of the year 
was that under the heading Poetry and Drama, 
marking the recognized tendency of the mod- 
ern world toward play-reading. If, as Arnold 
Bennett points out in his “Author’s Craft,” 
play-writing is easier than novel-writing, be- 
cause the mere words “Enter Margaret” may 
on the stage convey an amazing amount of 
charm with which the author had nothing to 
do, why is it that the public likes to read the 
play in book form, undeveloped by the actors, 
with all the matters of how people looked, 
what they wore and the landscape accessories, 
but roughly sketched in, if at all, by the au- 
thor? It may be that this very form of litera- 
ture is just what the person in a hurry wants. 
“Give us your ideas,” we say, and our imag- 
inations will supply a most bewitching Marga- 
ret most becomingly gowned. We want the 
heart of the matter—the human part and the 
big idea. And for the most part it is the 
plays of analysis, of more or less subtle hu- 
mor, or psychological or sociological theme 
that are most read—plays by Galsworthy, 
Shaw, Bjornson, Bennett, Kennedy, Strind- 
berg and others of the literary dramatists. 

Prominent among the published plays of the 
year were Charles Rann Kennedy’s “The Idol- 
Breaker,” in which a struggle for freedom 
in the midst of a village suffering as much 
from prejudice as from economic slavery is 
shown; Galsworthy’s “The Fugitive” and “The 
Mob,” and a volume by Shaw, which in- 
cluded Misalliance, The Dark Lady of the 
Sonnets and Fanny’s First Play. Barrie con- 
tributed four delightful one-act plays under 
the title, “Half Hours.” The best-known play 
by Spain’s greatest living dramatist was 


| among the year’s offerings—“The Great Gale- 


oto,” by José Echegaray. J. O. Francis’s prize- 
winning “Change,” a simple, forceful play, with 
Wales its setting, appeared as one of the 
“Drama League Series.” “The Unseen Em- 
pire,” a peace play by Atherton Brownell, told, 
strangely enough, of a war declared by Ger- 
many and stopped in the nick of time. Mase- 
field’s “The Tragedy of Pompey the Great,” 
Tagore’s “The King of the Dark Chamber,” 
and “The Post Office,” Bennett’s “The Great 
Adventure,” Bjérnson’s “Plays, Second Se- 
ries,” may be added to the list—far from com- 
plete—of dramas that succeed not alone or at 
all by being dramatic. On the more popular 
side, some of the year’s publications were 
“Romance,” by Edward Sheldon; “Mary Jane’s 
Pa,” by Edith Ellis; and “Pruneila,” by Law- 
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rence Housman and Granville Barker. Books 
on the drama were much in evidence, the num- 
ber including “The Changing Drama,” by 
Archibald Henderson; “Studies in Stagecraft,” 
by Clayton M. Hamilton; and “The Wallet of 
Time,” by William Winter. 

New volumes of poetry came from Conings- 
by Dawson, Clinton Scollard, Edwin Markham, 
Nicholas Vachel Lindsay, Alfred Noyes (“The 
Wine Press,” an anti-war poem), and Percy 
MacKaye, among others. Ralph Durand com- 
piled “A Handbook to the Poetry of Rudyard 
Kipling,” a substantial 12mo volume. 

In philosophy, the outstanding work is evi- 
dently “Logic,” volume one of the “Encyclo- 
pedia of Philosophical Sciences,” edited by W. 
Windelband and Arnold Ruge. A new Euck- 
en book appeared, “Knowledge and Life,” 
and a small Bergson book on “Dreams.” The 
psychologists gave us, among other things, 


“Psychology, General and Applied,” by Mins- | 


terberg; “The Unconscious,’ by Morton 


Prince; “Psychology in Daily Life,” by C. E. | 


Seashore; and “The Concept of Conscious- 
ness,” by Edwin B. Holt. 

Among the numberless works on religion, 
some of the most significant were Volume 7 
of “Encyclopedia of Religion and Ethics,” 
“The Soul of America,” by Stanton Coit, ad- 
vocating interdenominational union; “Social 
Redemption,” by Walter Rauschenbusch; 
“Vital Issues in Christian Science,” by the “in- 
surgent” Augusta E. Stetson; and a monumen- 
tal “Grammar of the Greek New Testament,” 
by Prof. A. T. Robertson. 

The first book on “Twilight Sleep,” a small 
volume, by H. S. Williams, made its appear- 
ance. Among the practical works on health, 
how to get it and how to keep it, were: “The 
Health Master,” in which Samuel Hopkins 
Adams tells in semi-fiction form how a doctor 
establishes himself in a household on the 
Chinese plan of keeping the family well in- 
stead of curing it after it gets sick; “Adding 
Years to Your Life,” by H. L. Williams; 
“Health Through Diet,” “a practical guide to 
the uric-acid-free diet, founded on eighteen 
years’ personal experience”; “The Care of the 
Skin,” by C. J. White, and “The New Public 
Health,” by Dr. H. W. Hill. H. H. Goddard’s 
“Feeble-Mindedness; its Causes and Conse- 
quences,” studies closely 327 cases directly ob- 
served by the author. Handbooks on bringing 
up baby are more numerous than ever, some 
of the recent ones being “The Young Mother’s 
Handbook,” by Marianna Wheeler; “Better 
Babies and Their Care,” by Mrs. A. S. Rich- 
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ardson; “Before the Baby Comes,” by Mari- 
anna Wheeler, and “Expectant Motherhood,” 
by J. W. Ballantyne. 

Child-training on the psychological and edu- 
cational side is the subject of Dorothy Can- 
field Fisher’s wise and stimulating “Mothers 
and Children,” in part the result of Mrs. 
Fisher’s study with Mme. Montessori. 

The housewife, primarily, and many others, 
incidentally, will find pure food for thought in 
Dr. Harvey W. Wiley’s “toot Tests of Foods, 
Beverages and Toilet Accessories, Good and 
Otherwise.” Here are given frank criticisms 
by name of widely known friends and near- 
friends of the household. 

Of the many excellent works on art but a 
few, at random, can be mentioned. C. H. C. 
Baker wrote a sumptuous volume on “Lely 
and the Stuart Portrait Painters”; many 
additions were made to the “Classics in Art” 
series, which accords a volume to each artist 
and aims to include therein a reproduction of 
each of his known works; “Artist and Public,” 
by Kenyon Cox, and “Art Talks with Ranger,” 
by R. H. Bell, gave the modern viewpoint of 
two well-known American artists. “The Prac- 
tical Book of Period Furniture,” by Eberlein 
and McClure, comprehensive, well arranged 
and fully illustrated, formed a combination of 
handbook and art book. 

The gentle art of essay writing is not falling 
into obscurity. Simeon Strunsky, editor of the 
New York Evening Post, published two vol- 
umes within the year, “Belshazzar Court,” in 
which big, new New York holds the stage, and 
“Post-Impressions,” subtitled “an irresponsi- 
ble chronicle.” Arthur Christopher Benson’s 
serene philosophy is given in “Joyous Gard.” 
Vernon Lee, with “The Tower of the Mir- 
rors”; Michael Monahan, with “At the Sign 
of the Van”; and Sir William R. Nicoll, with 
“A Bookman’s Letters,” added to their pub- 
lished volumes of essays. 

A new milestone—the eleventh—is set in the 
publication of the monumental “Cambridge 
History of English Literature,” to be complete 
in fourteen volumes. 

In humor, there were such books as Irvin 
Cobb’s “Europe Revised,” in which the most 
awesome traditions are treated with the bland- 
est inpertinence; Stephen Leacock’s “Adven- 
tures with the Idle Rich,” which holds those 
worthies up for inspection; and “The Well- 
Knowns,” by James Montgomery Flagg, who 
draws all the celebrities as he sees them, 
and adds lively comment by way of ex- 
planation.

Among reference books, “Everyman’s Atlas 
of Literary and Historical Geography,” in 
four volumes, stands out as a marvel of eco- 
nomical compactness. 


AMERICAN BOOK PRODUCTION, 1914 


In 1914 12,010 books were recorded in the 
weekly and monthly lists of the PuBLISHERs’ 
WEEKLY, a slight decrease from last year’s 
total of 12,230. Of the number 10,175 were 
new books and 1835 new editions. 8563 were 
by American authors, 595 were by English 
or other foreign authors, but manufactured 
in America, and 2852 were imported. Nine 
subjects show gains over last year: Phil-

osophy, Religion, Suebiteae, Beinn: Fine 
Arts, Music, Poetry and Drama, Juveniles 
and History. Of these the most conspicuous 
is Poetry and Drama, which shows 647 new 
books and 255 new editions as against 496 
new books and 183 new editions in 1913. 

Le Droit d’Auteur points out in its statis- 
tical review of the year the surprising agree- 
ment between the figures year after year in 
tables of book production. This year’s table 
gives further evidence of this similarity. 
Games, Sports, Amusements comes out at 
exactly last year’s figure, 194, while Music 
and General Literature vary by but one from 
the 1913 numbers. Sociology and Religion, 
which have been contesting for the second 
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place, with the victory latterly on the side of 
Sociology, are within six of each other, 1038 
for Sociology and 1032 for Religion. How- 
ever, in new books, as distinguished from 
new editions, Religion is ahead. Both have 
made decided gains on Fiction which still 
holds the lead, however, at 1053. If only 
new books, not new editions, are considered, 
on the other hand, Fiction is at last van- 
quished! The new editions in Fiction, it 
must be remembered, are principally classics, 
since the limitless number of “editions” into 
which novels sometimes run—or are adver- 
tised to run—are of course not counted as 
actual new editions. After the three leaders, 
one hundred or more points behind, comes 
Poetry and Drama, evidencing increased in- 
terest in plays as reading matter, although 
the listing of several new sets of Shakespeare 
swelled the total somewhat artificially. ; 

From the figures of the last few years it 
would seem that 12,000 books is about the 
normal annual output of the U.S. If between 
two and three thousand importations are 
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deducted, about two thousand pamphlets and 
between one and two thousand new editions 
we find that the number of actual brand new 
books written and published in this country 
is about 6000 a year. About ten per cent. of 
these are Fiction. 


The following subjects have increased 
steadily for the last three years, showing 
present tendencies: Philosophy, Religion, 


Sociology, Business, Fine Arts, Music, Poetry 
and Drama, Juveniles and History. 

In spite of the War, or perhaps because of 
it, the figures for importation rose from 
2468 in 1913 (2424 in 1912) to 2852 in 1914— 
a fact borne out by the government sum- 
maries of commerce. As in 1913, Religion 
lead among the importations. Fiction, Poetry 
and Drama, and General Literature came 
next in the order named, the order in 1913 
being General Literature, Biography, Fiction. 
The number of books on Religion is always 
considerably augmented by importations, in 
contrast to Sociology, which owes its ascen- 
dancy largely to American works. 


INTERNATIONAL STATISTICS OF BOOK AND PERIODICAL PRODUCTION. 


CoNDENSED IN LarGce Part From Data CompiLep By “Le Droit D’AurTeur.” 


Ir was hoped, says Le Droit d’Auteur in its 
annual international review of book produc- 
tion statistics,* that this year would bring to 
those who have labored for more than a quar- 
ter of a century in the compilation of statis- 
tics of book production the satisfaction of 
seeing public indifference to their labors to a 
certain extent overcome. In two expositions, 
those at Leipzig and Berlin (the latter na- 
tional) tables were shown calling attention to 
this particular field. With the advent of war, 
however, these investigations were of course 
entirely obscured. There will now be not only 
gaps in the compiled statistics, but a decline in 
book production as well. One historical ex- 
ample suffices to show this certainty. In 1805 
German book production rose to 4181; in 1810 
it was 2855 and in 1813 but 1648, the approxi- 
mate figure of thirty-five years previous. 

There is nothing more striking than the 
contrast between the apparent untrammelled 
spontaneity of the production of literary, musi- 
cal or artiste works and the regularity of that 
production as revealed by these statistics. 
Nothing could be more disconcerting to the 
statistician than to find, as he totals his figures 
for the year, that, as if by enchantment, an 
almost identical number of works on—say, 
pedagogy or philosophy—have appeared in a 
certain country several years in succession. 
The only possible explanation seems to be that 
while as a matter of fact the actual writing 
of books is in reality variable and spontaneous, 
the publication of books must be encouraged 
or restrained in accordance with the condition 
of the market—the matter of supply and de- 
mand. In order to know what the actual book 
production is one would have to know about 
everything that is written. The same law 
would hold good in the domains of art and

music. It is accordingly more accurate to say 
that a large book production is due to public 
support of literature and that hence the in- 
termediaries find it to their interest to supply 
what the public wants, 


GREAT BRITAIN. 
BOOK PRODUCTION.* 


THE number of books recorded as having 
been published during 1914 is 11,537. This 
is 842 below last year’s total; but this decrease 
is accounted for by the severe blow dealt to 
the publishing trade, in common with other 
industries, by the European war. Up to the 
end of July, the figures for 1914 show a con- 
siderable increase over the previous year’s 
figures; but from August to October there is 
a slump which places 1914 below 1913. A de- 
cided recovery is noticeable in the totals for 
November and December. But for the out- 
break of war, this -ear’s publishing undoubt- 
edly would have shown an increase over any 
previous year; and it is extremely satisfactory 
to have so comparatively small a set back to 
record during the present period of stress. 
At the same time, it must be noted that the 
greater part of the recorded decrease is to 
be found in the totals for new books; and that 
the number of pamphlets has increased this 
year. The meaning of this is, of course, that 
the average quality of book published dur- 
ing 1914 is somewhat lower than formerly; 
and the cause of this decline in average qual- 
ity is to be found in the natural reluctance on 
the part of publishers to place expensive 
works on a disturbed market, combined with 
the issue of numerous ephemeral works deal- 
ing with the war. 


*The English book production figures are from the 
English Publishers’ Circular and cover the year 
1914. 
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The decrease this year has been spread fair- 
ly evenly over the various classes of litera- 
ture. The principal decreases are to be found 
in the following classes: Philosophy, 101; 
Sociology, 222; Fine Arts, 50; Fiction, 392; 
Description and Travel, 167; and Biography, 
101. The principal increases are: Religion, 
80; Science, 108; and Literature, 32. A new 
heading, Military and Naval, has been intro- 
duced this year, in order to provide a con- 
venient heading for the numerous works deal- 
ing with warfare and the present war that 
are being issued. It should be noted that in 
the above classes, “Education” includes only 
books about educational theory and practice, 
and not text-books on special subjects, which 
are classed elsewhere; and also that under 
“Music” only works about music are re- 
corded. 

Large though the yearly total is, it would 
be possible to swell it to a much greater figure 
by counting numerous leaflets (government 
and other), ephemeral pamphlets, the publica- 
tions of borough councils and other local gov- 
ernment bodies, and musical texts. While it 
is obvious that our total could be increased 
greatly by the inclusion of all this literary 
protozoa, the figures would not represent so

In the following tables each book is counted 
as one, whether it is in one or more volumes. 
Serials that appear later as a collected volume 
are counted as an ordinary book on the appear- 
ance of that volume; so that, for example, the 
series of “Statutory Rules and Orders” issued 
by the government, and amounting to several 
hundred in the year, are counted as one item 
on the appearance of the annual collected 
volume. The same rule applies to volumes of 
magazines, etc. Futher detailed information 
regarding the year’s publishing is supplied by 
the appended analytical tables.

BOOK PRODUCTION. 


The slackening in book production predicted 
for 1912 occurred in 1913, and those who ex- 
pected the consequences of a persistent busi- 
ness depression, due to the Balkan situation, 
were not too pessimistic. At first sight this 
falling off seems contradicted by the figures of 
total book production, which have constantly 
increased since 1907: 


1904: 28,378 1909: 31,051

The increase was, in 1913, 277 works or 0.79% 
(1912: 5.46%) ; but, as a matter of fact, it did 
not arise from German book production, it 
was the result of that in the German language 
in other countries, for the statistics below of 
the house of J. C. Hinrichs note not only all 
the books published in the Empire, in whatso- 
ever language, but also those which were 
printed in German in all other countries in the 
world provided that they passed through the 
Leipzig market. We will corroborate this 
assertion later; for the moment we will turn 


to the detailed table of book production for | 


the last two years, as given "7 Hinrichs.

The fluctuations in individual branches are 
not very considerable. The decline, however, 
is noticeable in works on theology and fine 
arts, while the rise is apparent—it has con- 





branches: natural science (+101), education 
(+113), history (+163), commerce (+110) 
and belles-lettres (-++108). 

GERMAN BOOKS PUBLISHED IN OTHER COUNTRIES. 

M. Schrénrock of Leipzig, in accordance 
with his promise of a year ago, has again 
carefully examined the catalogs of the Hin- 
richs house in order to note the publications in 
German which have appeared outside the Ger- 
man Empire; in this way he has figured that 
of the 35,078 works recorded in 1913, not less 
than 5084 had a foreign origin (1913: 34,801 
works, of which 4648 were published outside 
the empire). There remains, therefore, in 
purely German production, 29,994 publications 
as against 30,153 in 1912, equivalent to an 
actual diminution of 159 from the figures of 
a in the book publication of the Empire 
itself. 

The distribution of these works published in 
German outside of Germany is so instructive 
that we publish herewith the figures for the 
two years 1912 and 1913, adding in parentheses 
the principal localities where these works were 
published.

Most of the headings show a decline, but the 
total gain is due principally to the fact that 
in 1913 a large number of learned publications 
and manuals (about 500) already published in 
Austria in former years were recorded. The 
gain is therefore entirely artificial and is in 
reality a loss, whch is explained by the print- 
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ers’ strike. It should be noted that these 
statistics by no means cover the whole num- 
ber of books in German which have appeared 
in other countries. The figure for Switzer- 
land, 1000, is manifestly a minimum, and it 
goes without saying that in the United States 
were published many more than some thirty 
books in German. Only the publishers have 
not sent them to Leipzig for bibliographical 
record, in which they were delinquent from 
the commercial point of view. The new na- 


tional library at Leipzig hopes to be able to fill | 


this gap and obtain universal and active co- 
operation. 
COST OF GERMAN BOOK PRODUCTION. 

The entire cost of the 28,395 works pub- 
lished by German publishers proper, each copy 
counted separately, reaches 115,565 marks, 
representing an average price per work of 4.07 
marks. The greatest number of publications 





appeared in Berlin (6787 works worth 32,934 | 
m.); second only to Berlin comes Leipzig | 


(5725 works priced at 27,768 m.), followed by 


Munich (1692 works, 8046 m.) and Stuttgart | 


(1627 works, 7590 m.) Among the 2806 pub- 
lishers represented in 1913 in these statistics, 
1038 published but one work, which further 
reduces the number of actual publishers. Pub- 
lishing is concentrated, as is natural, in the 
big cities. 


GROWTH OF BOOK PRODUCTION, 


The Exposition of the Graphic Arts at Leip- 
zig furnished the occasion for a review of the 
evolution of the German book trade from 
1564 to 1913. This review included among 
much other interesting data, a comparison of 
the development of book publication with the 
increase in the population:

Although the figures of publications in this 
table are those for the publications in German 
of the entire world, as noted above, and would 
be less, if only the Empire proper were taken 
into consideration, it nevertheless appears that 


the number of publications has nearly quad- 


rupled in a little less than half a century while 
the population of the country has not quite 
doubled. 

UNIVERSITY THESES. 


The titles of dissertations and academic 
writings are published in a special monthly re- 
view, Bibliographischer Monatsbericht, edited 
by the house of Gustav Fock at Leipzig. The 
total for the school year 1913-1914 is the high- 
est so far attained; it exceeds by 452 titles 
that of the previous school year. It is higher 
all along the line except in historical writings 
and those relating to certain technical sciences ; 
but in these instances the decline is but a return 
to normal after the unnaturally high figures of 
the preceding year as compared with the 





school year of 1911-1912 (history: 187,334,307 ; 
chemistry: 435, 597, 513; technical sciences: 
57, 120, 99; agriculture: 49, 90, 42; art: 49, 90, 
42.* It remains true, however, that these sta- 
tistics, by their sudden jumps, defy any attempt 
at generalization.

TRANSLATIONS OF GERMAN WORKS. 


The bibliography of translations of German 
works into English, Danish, Spanish, French, 
Italian, Dutch, Norwegian and Swedish, under- 
taken by the younger M. Miihlbrecht, shows 
for the year 1913 a figure almost equal to the 
preceding year (1912: 357; 1913: 360). 


GERMAN BOOKS IN THE UNITED STATES. 


The registration of German works for which 
copyright was applied for in 1913 in the United 
States, under the law of March 4, 1909, are 
indicated in toto by the official agency at New 
York (German Book,—Art—and Music Ayen- 
cy) which had this in charge; the total was 
3012 (1911: 3607; 1912: 3934), of which 2710 
were musical works (1911: 2680; 1912: 2065) 
and 902 books etc. (1911: 927; 1912: 969). The 
Agency explains the decrease as due to an 
entirely accidental cause: the delay occasioned 
in the registry at Washington of a considerable 
number (more than 500) books during the last 
days. of the year 1913. In its turn, the Amer- 
ican Institute at Berlin has s>rved gratuitous - 
as intermediary for the registration at the 
Copyright Office of 934 works published ir 
Germany during 1913. In fact more than 5000 
German publications have thus been afforded 
the benefit of American copyright legislation 
in a single year. 


, MUSICAL WORKS. 


After a long interval it is once more possible 
to give some figures relative to the production 
of musical works in German-speaking coun- 
tries. It was the Leipzig Exposition which 
revised these figures, neglected since 1905. In 
1913 11,845 musical works appeared (1905:

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12,797) among which 3662 were published at 
Leipzig, 2415 at Berlin, 748 at Vienna, 479 at 
Mayence, 303 at Hamburg, 191 at Munich, 73 at 
Stuttgart, 59 at Brunswick, etc. 


STATISTICS OF PERIODICALS. 


The statistics of the German periodical press 
suffer from the dualism existing between news- 
papers and professional periodicals. The ap- 


proximate total of the two categories is 10,000, | 


but the exact number can be given only for 
the latter class. 
according to the above mentioned catalogue of 
the exposition, number 7798, among which are 
4024 scientific reviews and 3174 technical re- 
views, properly speaking. This total, however, 
includes Austrian and Swiss periodicals; the 
German reviews number 5630; they have in- 
creased tenfold in 80 years (1830: 31; 1870; 
528) and this even though the number of dis- 
continued periodicals during this period is 
estimated at about 15,000. Industry and arts 
and crafts have 1163 periodicals, commerce 559, 
agriculture 440. Berlin is represented by 1602 
periodicals, Leipzig by 607, Munich by 266, 
Stuttgart by 206, etc. 


GERMAN BOOKTRADE STATISTICS. 


A healthy development is manifest in the 
German booktrade itself; its progress may be 
followed in the statistical summaries compiled 
by the excellent annual of the German book- 
trade society, the Offizielles Adressbuch des 
deutschen Buchhandels. The 77th yearly issue 
(1915) of this annual, just out, contains the 
following figures relative to the publishing 
houses, the booksellers, music and art publish- 
ers, grouped around the central organization at 
Leipzig.

The diminution of the number of booksellers 
both in Germany and in all the other countries 
of Europe save Austria-Hungary is due to the 
weeding out, begun three years ago, of all firms 
which carry books only as a side line. 

The 12,306 booksellers listed are situated in 
2462 localities (1914: 2466), of which 1670 
(1683) are in the German empire, 350 (335) in 
Austria-Hungary, 86 (87) in Switzerland, 233 
(236) in the other countries of Europe 71 (72) 
in America, etc. There are 3209 actual publish- 
ing houses (1914: 3247) ; 352 (370) devoted to 
the publication of -vorks of art; 478 (494) to 
music, 

The number of members in the Borsen- 
verein (the booksellers’ society) was 3613 on 
April 15, 1914 (1913: 3552). 

AUSTRIA-HUNGARY. 

The only known data relative to the book 

production of the Cisleithane section of Aus- 


tria-Hungary is the total figure, given above 
under Germany, of 3158 publications for 1912

There is a noticeable increase all along the 
line, especially in bookselling houses proper; 
this increase is however not a sign of pros- 
perity, judging from the complaints booksell- 
ing and publishing concerns have formulated

in any case, the number of firms in the large 
centers (Vienna, Budapest, Prague) has re- 
mained stationary, seemingly corroborating 
this view of the situation. 

In the list of allied industries are found 2170 
printing establishments, 484 lithographers, 57 
type foundries, 41 wood cut establishments, 92 
photo engraving establishments, 26 electro- 
typers, 20 engraving establishments. 

With regard to the periodical press, the same 
volume indicates, for the entire Empire, 2386 
journals, only 29 more than in 1912; but these 
are only the most important periodicals (1911: 
2369; 1912: 2357; 1913: 2386); they represent 
sixteen different languages, among which Ger- 
man (with 1407 organs) predominates; next 
Czech with 383 organs, 237 Hungarian, 91 
Polish, 72 Croatian, 40 Italian, etc. 


DENMARK. 
BOOK PRODUCTION. 


As in former years, M. Ove Tryde, book- 
seller-publisher at Copenhagen, has furnished 
us the last statistics compiled by the Royal 
Danish Library. The figures are based on the 
legal registry. These tables, which cover the 
period between April 1 and March 31 for the 
last three fiscal years are as follows:

The total book production comes within two 
of that of 1911-1912 and surpasses that of 1912- 
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1913, which had slightly fallen off (+103). 
The figures seem almost permanent, so minute 
are the fluctuations; the decrease in publica- 
tions on pedagogy and fine arts is therefore 
somewhat surprising. 

Two of the above classes are divided into 
various subheads. In that of belles-lettres the 
works are divided by language. Besides 548 
Danish publications in literature (1911: 561; 
1912: 540) and 16 Icelandic publications (1911: 
37; 1912: 31) there were 323 translations 
(1911: 300; 1912: 235) of which 192 were 
from the English (1911: 123; 1912: 96), 52 
from the German (1911: 67; 1912: 58), 45 
from the French (1911: 61; 1912: 45), 16 
from the Swedish (1911: 22; 1912: 12) and 18 
from other languages. The second of the 
two above-mentioned classes, that of national 
history and geography, consists of 276 works 
on Danish and northern topography, 497 pub- 
lications devoted to the affairs of the country 


(Denmarks indre Forhold), 68 works on na- | 


tional history and 51 on the colonies and 
duchies.

SPAIN. 


A year ago we published a composite table | 
giving Spanish book production—divided under | 


eleven headings—during the entire decade 
between 1903 and 1912; the average annual 


1912 (2778). 

For the year 1913 we kuow only the total 
figure of books put in circulation by the 
book-trade, a figure given in an interesting ar- 
ticle Los Libros en 1913*, by M. Edouard Na- 
varro Salvador, author of a number of inter- 
esting statistical articles which have appeared 
in the same paper. This article gives the num-

ber of publications in 1913 as 2463, of which 
2237 were books and 226 musical works; this 
figure is thus a little above the agerage, but 
about the same as 1909 and quite a little lower 
than that of the preceding year (— 315). The 
proportion of works of literature (average, 
38.5%) again increased in 1913 (43%) while 
that of social sciences is lowered (average 
18.6% ; 1913: 16%). 

According to the same authority, the expor- 
tation of Spanish books in 1912 did not amount 
to more than six million pesetas. 

The Asociacion de la Libreria de Espaiia 
founded in 1901 with 48 members now has 553; 
it does not yet, however, embrace all or even 
the majority of members of the Spanish book- 


| trade of whom there were in 1913 1194, 143 
_ being publishers and 1051 booksellers; among 


these last there are a certain number of re- 
tailers who sell books only as a side line. Con- 
sidered by cities, Barcelona leads the list with 
156 houses; the capital, Madrid, occupying 
only a second place, with 137 houses. 

The Spanish book-trade has direct business 
relations with 266 cities in 20 Spanish-Ameri- 
can countries, notably with Buenos-Aires (212 
booksellers), Montevideo (60), Santiago (30), 
Valparaiso (20) and Mexico (22).

It would be difficult to prove by these figures 
any strong currents. There has been a falling 
off in geography, travel and even literature, 
at a time when the papers and critics speak 
of the “black deluge” in stigmatizing over- 
production; the categories religion and science 
have remained the same while the other 
branches show strong increase, especially his- 
torical sciences (+383), sociology and econom- 
ics (+310), teaching (+214), medicine (+125) 
and fine arts (+96). 


BOOKS IN FOREIGN LANGUAGES. 

Texts printed in France in foreign lan- 
guages, were again more numerous for Spain 
(134; 1912: 85); for “dialects and patois of 
France” 40, English 34, Portuguese 20, German 
15, Esperanto 15, Italian 6, Basque 5, Arabic 4, 
etc. 

The Copyright Bureau, established by the 
Cercle de la Librairie secured copyright in 
1913 for 2019 works, having made 729 registra- 
tions in the United States and 1290 in Austria- 
Hungary. 

ITALY. 
BOOK PRODUCTION. 


Italian book production in 1913 remained 
almost stationary, the record-breaking num- 
ber of periodicals (742, of which 377 were 
new political publications) being due to the 
political activity caused by the elections. The 
number of reprints has sensibly decreased. 
The following table gives the comparative 
figures:

Of the 11,100 publications, 10,744 (I9QII: 
10,835; I912: 10,911) appeared in Italian, 140 
(241,169) in French, 132 (153,135) in Latin, 
28 (34.30) in English, 26 (10.18) in Greek, 21 
(27.21) in German, 5 (16.10) in Spanish. 

Translations of foreign works into Italian 
numbered 447 (1911: 461; 1912: 418), of 
which 186 (235,173) were from the French, 
99 (97,101) from the German, 69 (63.67) from 
the English, 30 (20) from the Latin, 24 (27) 
from the Greek, 8 (9) from the Spanish, 8 (9) 
from the Russian, 7 from the Arabic, etc. 

The number of new musical works was 1,060, 
evidently a minimum of the 11,100 publica- 
tions ; some 2000 were simply reprints or sepa- 
rates from periodicals. 


According to the Annuario Statistica, the 
periodicals published in 1912 in the kingdom 
numbered 3,022, of which 654 appeared in 
Lombardy and 455 in Piedmont.

BOOK PRODUCTION.

As usual, Holland shows scarcely perceptible 
fluctuations. The gain in heading No. 8 is due 
to a special cause, the celebration of national 
independence, which called forth 78 literary 
works, songs, etc., along with the 134 historical 
publications of the year. This perhaps accounts 
for the noticeable decrease in theatrical pieces 
and lectures. Two headings have figures ex- 
actly identical with last year’s (10 and 2r), 
while Nos. I, 2, 4, 5, 7, 12, 15, 18, 20, 22, 23 
and 24 are almost identical; this similitude is 
shown in precisely those domains where one 
would expect production would be most spon- 
taneous (poetry, novels, etc.). In the realm 
of fine arts (No. 16), where, a year ago, we 





remarked a noticeable decrease, the 1913 fig- 
ures (218) have reached almost the level of 
IQII (220). 
RUSSIA. 
STATISTICS OF PERIODICALS. 


The statistics of the periodical press vary 
considerably according to estimate. In 1910 
the total was given as 2,391. The annual of 
the Russian press counted it as 2,167, but the 
chief of the Russian division at the Leipzig 
Exposition arrived at the number 2,915. On 
the other hand, there was given at the same 
exposition a fairly accurate list of the papers 
and reviews of which copies were on exhibition 
in the Russian pavilion; this list comprised 
1,158 and 1,557 other periodicals, a total of 
2,715 newspapers. Of the newspapers, 874 
were published in Russian, 72 in Polish, 36 in 
German, 4 in French. Of the periodicals, 1,263 
appeared in Russian, 281 in Polish and 45 in 
German; 20 are published in several languages. 
In the entire output no less than 70 languages 
and dialects are represented. 

The newspapers, properly speaking, appear- 
ing daily, number 411, of which 379 are pub- 
lished in European Russia and 32 in Siberia. 


SWITZERLAND. 
BOOK PRODUCTION, 


We published, a year ago, a composite table 
of the acquisitions of the National Library of 
Switzerland from 1899 to 1912 in books and 
pamphlets, bought or donated. This table has 
been revised by the directors of the library, 
and was found to be inexact in many particu- 
lars. We here reprint the corrected figures, to 
which are added those of the first year follow- 
ing the foundation of the library (1898) and

These statistics show a much greater con- 
tinuity than the preceding ones, as far as the 
purely exterior aspect of production is con- 
cerned. The figures oscillate, good year, poor 
year, for almost a decade, around the total of 
3,000 volumes and 6,000 pamphlets, 11,000 sepa- 
rate pieces and 8,000 items. Pamphlets over 
100 pages are counted as books. The total 


number acquired during the last ten years, ac- 
cording to the revised statistics, is as follows:

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The similarity in the totals of the last two 
years is very curious. But these rudimentary 
statistics will not be very useful or reliable 
until they are methodically analyzed—a thing 
we hope to see done in the future. 

If we remember that the production of Ger- 
man Switzerland alone, as shown by the Leip- 
zig house of Hinrichs, reached 1,058 works in 
1913, and that the number entered at the library 
for the same year was 3,294 (not coynting 6,786 
pamphlets), the majority of which appeared in 
1913, it is safe to speak of the enormous vital- 
ity of the Swiss book production. Still, it must 
be borne in mind that these figures include a 
large number of reports, publications of socie- 
ties, etc. 

STATISTICS OF PERIODICALS. 

The Annuaire de la Presse Suisse does itself 
credit by publishing an accurate statistical list 
of the periodicals of the country, showing for 
1909 a total of 1,332, 1,498 for I9II, 1,519 in 
1912 and 1,588 in 1913.

REPORT OF THE REGISTER OF COPY- 
RIGHTS FOR 1913-1914. 

Tue following is a summary of the report 
of Thorvald Solberg, the Register of Copy- 
rights for the United States, for the fiscal year 
July 1st, 1913, to June 30th, 1914. 

RECEIPTS. 
The gross receipts during the year were 


$122,636.92. A balance of $8,300.55, represent- 
ing trust funds and unfinished business, was 








on hand July 1, 1913, making a total of $130,- 
946.47 to be accounted for. Of this amount the 
sum of $2,395.10 received by the Copyright 
Office was refunded as excess fees or as fees 
for articles not registrable, leaving a net bal- 
ance of $128,551.37. The balance carried over 
to July 1, 1914, was $8,332.12 (representing 
trust funds, $7,038.91, and total unfinished busi- 
ness since July 1, 1897—17 years—$1,293.21), 
leaving fees applied during the fiscal year 1913- 
14, $120,219.25. 

This is a considerable increase over the 
earned fees for the previous fiscal year ($114,- 
980.60), and is the largest amount paid into 
the Treasury for applied annual fees since the 
Copyright Office was established. The yearly 
fees have more than doubled since the re- 
organization of the office in 1897, reaching 
above the one hundred thousand dollar mark

EXPENDITURES. 


The appropriation made by Congress for 
salaries in the Copyright Office for the fiscal 
year ending June 30, 1914, was $102,580. The 
total expenditures for salaries was $102,457.81, 
or $17,761.44 less than the net amount of fees 
earned and paid into the Treasury during the 
corresponding year. The expenditure for sup- 
plies, including stationery and other articles 
and postage on foreign mail matter, etc., was 
$1,209.59. 

During the 17 fiscal years since the reor- 
ganization of the Copyright Office (from July

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I, 1897, to June 30, 1914) the total receipts have 
nearly reached one and a half million dollars 
($1,492,767) ; the copyright fees applied and 
paid into the Treasury have amounted to con- 
siderably more than a million and a quarter 
dollars ($1,424,866.55); the articles deposited 
number nearly three and a quarter millions 
(3,237,287), and the total copyright registra- 
tions approach two millions (1,820,381). 

The fees ($1,424,866.55) were larger than the 
appropriation for salaries ($1,204,115.92) used 
during the same period by $220,750.63. 

In addition to this direct profit, a large num- 
ber of the 3,237,287 books, maps, prints, and 
other articles deposited during the 17 years 
were of substantial pecuniary value and of 
such a character that their accession to the Li- 
brary of Congress through the Copyright Of- 
fice effected a saving to the purchase fund 
of the Library equal in amount to their price. 


COPYRIGHT ENTRIES AND FEES. 

The registrations for the fiscal year num- 
bered 123,154. Of these 113,278 were registra- 
tions at $1 each, including a certificate, and 
8,645 were registrations of photographs with- 
out certificates, at 50 cents each. There were 
also 1,231 registrations of renewals at 50 cents 
each. The fees for these registrations 
amounted to a total of $118,216. 

The number of registrations in each class 
from July 1, 1913, to June 30, 1914, as com- 
pared with the number of entries made in the 
previous year, is shown in Exhibit F:

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COPYRIGHT DEPOSITS. 

The various articles deposited in compliance 
with the new copyright law which have been 
registered, stamped, indexed, and catalogued 
during the fiscal year amount to 220,001. The 
number of these articles in each class for the 
17 fiscal years is shown in Exhibit G. 

The copyright act which went into force on 
July 1, 1909, provides for the gradual elimina- 
tion of the accumulated copyright deposits 
(see secs. 59 and 60).* During the year books 
desired for the Library to the number of 
4,988 volumes have been transferred to the Li- 
brary through the Order Division. These 
volumes were in addition to the “first” copies 
of copyright books sent as received from day 
to day, numbering 13,755 for the fiscal year, 
thus making a total of 18,743 books and pam- 
phlets delivered to the Library from the Copy- 
right Office. 

The act of March 4, 1909 (sec. 59), provides 
for the transfer to other governmental libra- 
ries in the District of Columbia “for use there- 
in” of such copyright deposits as are not re- 
quired by the Library of Congress, and during 
the present fiscal year 5,238 books were select- 
ed by the librarians and thus transferred to 
the libraries of the Bureau of Education, Bu- 
reau of Mines, Bureau of Standards, Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, Surgeon General’s Office, 
Navy Department, Engineer School Library, 
and the Public Library of the District of Co- 
lumbia. 

Under the provisions of the act of March 4, 
1909, authority is granted for the return to the 
claimant of copyright of such copyright de- 
posits as are not required by the Library. The 
notice required by section 60 has been printed 
during the year for all classes of works de- 
posited and registered during the years Janu- 
ary I, 1900, to June 30, 1900, but no requests 
have so far been received to enable the return 
of articles. On the other hand, in response to 
special requests, 63 dramatic or musical com-

been returned to the copyright claimants, and 
of the current deposits not needed by the Li- 
brary of Congress the following have also 
been so returned: 18,217 “books” (pamphlets, 
leaflets, etc.), 1,366 photographs, 18,942 prints, 
6,399 contributions to periodicals, 7,875 periodi- 
cals; a total of 54,288 articles. 

In response to inquiries during the year from 
the Card Section, the Order Division, and the 
Reading Room, in regard to 622 books sup- 
posed to be copyrighted but not found in the 
Library, it was discovered that 80 of these 
works were already in the Library, 55 of the 
books had been deposited and were still in the 
Copyright Office, 97 works were either not 
published, did not claim copyright, or for other 
reasons could not be deposited, and in the case 
of 190 works no answers to our letters of in- 
quiry had been received up to June 30, 1914. 
Copies were received of 200 works in all in 
response to request made by the Copyright 
Office during the period of 12 months for 
works published during recent years.

THE COPYRIGHT INDEX AND CATALOGUE, 
BULLETINS AND CIRCULARS. 


The copyright registrations are 
upon cards. 
copy for the printed catalogue and after print- 
ing are added to the permanent card indexes 
of the copyright entries. The temporary cards 
made for the printed indexes, etc., to the 
catalogue (numbering 159,421 during the fiscal 
year) are eliminated; the remaining cards 
(130,226 for the fiscal year) are added to the 
permanent card indexes, now numbering con- 
siderably over 2,720,000 cards. By revision 
and condensation, 9,500 cards were canceled 
and withdrawn from the indexes during the 
year. 

The publication of the Catalogue of Copy- 
right Entries has been continued, as required 
by law. For convenience of search, the vol-

The cards made are first used as | 
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umes are made to cover the works published 
and deposited during the calendar year rather 
than the fiscal year. Five volumes of the 
Catalogue of Copyright Entries were printed 
tor the calendar year 1913, containing a total 
ot 7,079 pages, divided as follows: Part I, 
Group I, Books, volume 10, contains 1,590 
pages of text and 468 pages of index, a total 
of 2,058 pages; Part 1, Group 2, Pamphlets, 
leaflets, contributions to periodicals, lectures, 
dramas, maps, etc., volume 10, contains 1,283 
pages of text and 599 pages of index, a total 
of 1,882 pages; Part II, Periodicals, volume 8, 
contains 3608 pages of text and 8&8 pages of 
index, a total of 456 pages; Part III, Music, 
volume 8, contains 1,757 pages of text and 851 
pages of index, a total of 2,608 pages; Part 
lV, Fine Arts, etc., volume 8, contains 614 
pages of text and 61 pages of index, a total 
of 675 pages. 

Each part of the catalogue is sold separately 
at a nominal annual subscription rate within 
the maximum price established by law, as 
follows: 

Part I, Books, pamphlets, dramatic composi- 
tions and maps (two volumes), $1; Part II, 
Periodicals, 50 cents; Part III, Musical com- 
positions (a very bulky volume), $1; Part IV, 
Prints, including chromos and _ lithographs, 
photographs, motion pictures, and the descrip- 
tions of original works of art—paintings, 
drawings and sculpture—so cents. The price 
for the entire catalogue for the year is $3. 
The subscriptions, by express provisions of 
the copyright act, are required to be paid to 
the Superintendent of Documents (Office of 
the Public Printer, Washington, D. C.), and 
all subscriptions must be for the complete year 
for each part desired. 

During the fiscal year a new edition of the 
copyright law was printed in order to include 
the provisions of the amendatory act approved 
August 24, 1912, March 2, 1913, and March 28, 
1914, respectively, providing (1) for the copy- 
right registration of motion pictures; (2) for 
a more complete certificate of copyright regis- 
tration; (3) for the deposit of one copy in 
lieu of two copies in the case of foreign works 
published abroad. (Bulletin No. 14. March, 
1914. 52 pp. 8°.) 

Information circulars were printed and dis- 
tributed during the year as follows: The

More than 
four thousand volumes (4,320) were deposited 
in 1913-14 of books printed in languages other 
than English, and nearly two hundred volumes 
(194) of books printed abroad in the English 
language were registered for ad interim pro- 
tection.

The greater part of the business of the 
Copyright Office is done by correspondence. 
The total letters and parcels received during 
the fiscal year numbered 143,853, while the let- 
ters, certificates, parcels, etc., dispatched num- 
bered 151,731. Letters received transmitting 
remittances numbered 45,701, including money 
orders to the number of 29,485. During the 
last 17 fiscal years the money orders received 
numbered 439,065. 


COPYRIGHT LEGISLATION AND INTERNA. 
TIONAL COPYRIGHT RELATIONS. 


My last year’s report contained a full and 
detailed statement of proposed amendments of 
the copyright act of March 4, 1909, including 
all bills proposed during the fiscal year. An 
important amendment of the copyright law 
was enacted during this fiscal year, becoming 
law on March 28, 1914. By this amendment 
only one copy in lieu of two is required to be 
deposited in the case of any work which has 
been published in a foreign country by an 
author who is a citizen or subject of a foreign 








state or nation. This amendment was sug- 
gested by the Copyright Office, and a bill was 
introduced in the House of Representatives by 
Mr. Oldfield on December 5, 1913 (H. R. 
9897, 63d Cong., 2d sess.),* and referred to 
the House Committee on Patents. The com- 
mittee favorably reported the bill on January 
15, 1914, and on February 2 it passed the 
House. On February 3 it was received by the 
Senate; on February 4 it was read and re- 
ferred to the Senate Committee on Patents. 
On March 24, 1914, the Senate passed the 
House act without amendment, and on March 
28, 1914, it received the President’s approval.t 
[The text of this amendatory act is printed in 
the report.] 

On March 20, 1914, the Hon. Philip P. Camp- 
bell, of Kansas, reintroduced his bill,§ provid- 
ing for the suspension of protection when any 
patent or copyright was owned, used, or leased 
by any trust or monopoly.

COPYRIGHT IN ARTISTIC DESIGNS. 


In my last year’s report I explained at length 
the lack of protection for artistic designs for 
articles of manufacture, and suggested an 
amendment of the copyright law of the United 
States to secure adequate protection for orna- 
mental designs for articles of manufacture; 
to provide suitable remedies in case of in- 
fringement, and to prescribe a sufficient but 
reasonably economical registration in behalt 
of the authors of such designs and the manu- 
facturers of such articles. The year has 
brought to the Copyright Office considerable 
additional evidence of the widespread need felt 
for such legislation, and the belief that some 
action by Congress to afford relief is reason- 
ably demanded.

In 1914 for the first time in the history of 
the years that we have been recording, a novel 
was destined to repeat as the most successful 
work of fiction. That novel was Mr. Church- 
ill’s “The Inside of the Cup,” which having 
held first place by a slight margin in the 
December list, was again the leader in Janu- 
ary, when it topped Mrs. Burnett’s “T. Tem- 
barom” by twenty-one points.

THE “BEST BOOK” OF THE YEAR. 
VIEWS OF LEADING MEMBERS OF THE BOOKTRADE. 


A RECENT issue of The Independent had a 
most readable symposium, entitled “The Best 
Book I Have Read This Year,” to which a 
number of well-known authors, critics and 
publicists contributed. The books chosen were 
so diverse, the reason for choice so various, 
and the individual comments so _ interesting, 
that it occurred to the PusiisHers’ WEEKLY 
that a duplicate of such a selection from the 
leading members of the booktrade would be 
of even greater interest to the trade. We, 
accordingly, asked a number of the leading 
booksellers of the country to tell the trade 
which book, read and published in 1914, they 
considered “the best.” They were invited to 
make their own definition of best, most en- 
joyed, most significant of the trends of current 
thought, most worthy of enduring popularity, 
most instinct with genius—any criterion they 
wished to apply. 


Although only eighteen’ replies were 
received (fifteen for quotations), there 
was plenty of diversity in them. Two 


books, however, made a rather remarkable 
showing in proportion to the number of re- 
plies. Both were Houghton Mifflin publica- 
tions—“The Clarion,” by Samuel Hopkins 
Adams, and “What Men Live By,” by Dr. 
Cabot. “The Clarion” was first choice of four 
booksellers, all of whom gave reason for the 
faith that was in them. “What Men Live By” 
made almost as good ashowing—first place with 
three and secondary mention from a fourth. 
The only other book mentioned more than once 
was Connor’s “The Patrol of the Sun Dance 
Trail,” published by Doran. The following 
are the replies received: 


Watter C. Everett, Denholm & McKay 
Co., Worcester, Mass——This is a rather diff- 
cult question to answer this year, as the writer 
does not think that we have had any wonder- 
ful books of fiction. My personal opinion is 
that Ralph Connor’s “Patrol of the Sun Dance 
Trail” is the best book of fiction for 1914, but 











young. It is hard to determine. Ralph Con- 
nor’s book—‘“Patrol of the Sun Dance Trail” 
—why? Because the development of its plot 
is extremely interesting; because its hero 
and heroine are of a noble type; because it 
deals with a very important part of our new 
country; and because it is clean. It exalts; 
and makes despicable the worst. Among 
many other excellent stories, like the “Wall 
Between,” by Paine, it is outstanding by sheer 
forces of skill and excellences. There is not 
a dull or slow page in the book. 


Joun G. Kipp, Stewart & Kidd Co., Cin- 
cinnati, O.—It is a rather difficult proposition 
for a bookseller to say just exactly which 
book is the best he has read for the year. Our 
opportunities are unlimited, and usually our 
tastes are catholic. I am unable to say which 
book I like the best. I have, with considerable 
thought, picked the following from this year’s 
books which appeal to me from my standpoint 
as the best I have read. “Penrod,” by Booth 
Tarkington, as a classic bit of American hu- 
mor, which to my way of thinking has not 
even been surpassed by Mark Twain. Many 
of the stories I have read two or three times; 
all have appealed to me greatly. “Saturday’s 
Child,” by Kathleen Norris, for its wonderful 
picture of a certain phase of American life 
which exists in San Francisco, and to a greater 
or lesser degree in all cities of any size in the 
country. The number of years I spent there 
familiarized me to a considerable extent with 
the life which is so ably depicted in this un- 
usual book. “Pan-Germanism,” by Roland C. 
Usher, would interest anyone, and especially 
at the present time, as it in a most lucid man- 
ner depicts conditions in Europe and the 
events which have brought on the present 
troubles there. In a careful and judicious 
manner, Mr. Usher has weighed all sides of 
the matter. This book, in my estimation, will 
live far beyond the average so-called war 
book, and in times to come will probably be 
one of the classics. “The Boy Emigrants,” by 
Brooks, in its handsome new dress, with won- 
derful illustrations of H. J. Dunn, especially 
interested me, for I read it as a boy when I 
was about ten years old, and at that time I 
thought it the most fascinating story I had 
ever had the opportunity of perusing. I took 
it home immediately on account of its hand- 
some dress, and can assure you was not dis- 
appointed in re-reading it. “Bambi,” by Mar- 
jorie Cooke, as being the brightest, wittiest, 
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most optimistic and wholesome tale which it 
has been my pleasure to read. It is a book 
Mrs. Kidd and I both enjoyed greatly as we 
read it aloud. 


Cuartes E. Lauriat, Jr., Boston, Mass.—l 
am in receipt of your letter of December 28, 
asking me to name the book that I have read 
during 1914, and which was published that 
year, that I consider “the best.” I can comply 
with the former part of your request, but not 
the latter, for the book I consider “the best” 
of those I have read in 1914—published in 
1913—is entitled “Gentleman Rovers,” by E. 
Alexander Powell. No live man can read this 
book without rising to his feet and raising his 
glass, in a toast, to those dead heroes; or, if 
he is a teetotaler, he can, at least, “lift his 
hat.” In my mind, this book stands out more 
prominently than any piece of literature of 
its kind in the last decade. In fact, 1 know 
of no book like it. You can read and re-read 
it, and every time you do so, you admire all 
the more the exploits of these men. Further- 
more, it is a fascinating record of practically 
unknown history, for I do not remember 
finding these exploits referred to in any so- 
called “regular history” of the United States. 
Why they should not be referred to is a mys- 
tery to me; for example: I don’t believe one 
American in ten knows of those gallant old 
sea fights by Truxton, or that Ward should 
have the credit for training that wonderful 
army, through whom “Chinese Gordon” made 
his reputation. I wish the publishers would 
make a 50-cent edition of this book, and see 
if it could not be put in the hands of every 
“Boy Scout” in the United States. I am so 
enthusiastic about the book that we always 
keep several copies in stock, and it has gotten 
to be a joke among my friends—that I always 
try to sell them a copy as soon as they get 
iriside the front door. In fact, the first thing 
they are now careful to explain to me is that 
I have already sold them a copy of “Gentlemen 
Rovers.” Not discouraged, I ask them if they 
don’t want to buy a copy to give away. 
realize that your letter is written as a request 
for comment on one of the newer books; so 
if you feel that this book, to which I refer, 
is out of your plan, don’t hesitate to throw 
this letter into the waste-basket; but, if you 
do so, the responsibility must be on your own 
head!!! You will do some of your readers 
a great injury. They may never have heard 
of the book!!! 


Watter S. Lewis, Strawbridge & Clothier, 
Philadelphia—Complying with your request, I 
would name “What Men Live By,” by Cabot, 
as the best book published during the year 
of 1914. It appeals to me because of its help- 
ful and optimistic spirit.

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Frep E. Woopwarp, Washington, D. C.—I 
am too busy to read many books. I read about 
books and sometimes read at them; occasion- 
ally I actually read one. My choice of a good 
book issued and sold in 1914 falls upon “The 
Unknown Guest,” by M. Maeterlinck. I wanted 
to mention “The Crescent Moon,” by Tagore, 
a poetic gem of the first water; “What Men 
Live By,’ by Richard Cabot; “The Grand 
Assize,” by Hugh Carton; or “Delightful Dal- 
matia,” by Alice Lee Moqué, but each one fell 
out in the last analysis. In “The Unknown 
Guest,” Mr. Maeterlinck has dipped his wand 
into the troubled water of a pool, on the mar- 
gin of which we have wandered, and has 
lighted up many of its dark places with gleams 
of light. His chapter on the Elberfeld horses 
marks a step in advance of most investigators ; 
and in the unsolicited speech of the horse 
Zarif, who spelled out upon his stamping block, 
by means of blows with his forefeet, this sen- 
tence—‘Albert has beaten Hanschen’—he re- 
cords the first sentence ever delivered in words 
to a human being from a member of the brute 
creation, and marks a new era in scientific re- 
search. It must be considered as one of the 
most stupefying revelations that have taken 


place since man has dwelt in this world of 
riddles. 


Anonymous (a Mid-Western bookseller) —I 
am sorry to say that I cannot be one of the 
booksellers to advance the interests of his fa- 
vorite novel, or the best novel he has read dur- 
ing the past year. As a matter of fact, I think 
there has been little good fiction written, but 
I want to say this in a whisper, quite confiden- 
tially, because the bookseller’s living depends 
upon his selling what is produced, and if the 
harvest be poor he must turn his eyes to 
heaven and think God that things are no worse 
than they are. 1915 may bring forth some 
things that are worth one’s while to read, and 
if any of that small, select class come to my 
notice I shall be ready to proclaim the fact. 
Please do not consider this an expression of 
exaggerated ego. I am speaking, as | said 
before, in a whisper, and you must not let the 
neighbors hear. 


RECEIVED WITHOUT SIGNATURE.—‘“An Anthol- 
ogy of American Magazine Verse for 1914,” 
edited by William Stanley Braithwaite. I 
should like to mention this book as marking 
what is to me the most significant new current 
in a retail bookseller’s year. American con- 
temporary poetry has surely become a part of 
our bookbuyers’ interest and of a retailer’s 
display. This has not come about through the 
sudden discovery of a particular name, and for 
that reason can be better marked by listing 
Mr. Braithwaite’s volume, which gives some of 
the best works of many interesting names. We 
are now expectant of our “tentative” poets, and 
Mr. Braithwaite has been the most consistently 
optimistic prophet and believer in the new era. 


A LONDON LETTER. 
ENGLISH BOOK PROBLEMS OF THE NEW YEAR. 
London, Jan. 1, 1915. 


_ Wira the new year, the English book world 
is face to face with several new problems. 
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Some of them have been coming along in a 
leisurely way, on the shoulders of time and 
progress. They would have had to be solved 
one day but there was no particular hurry. 
Others have been forced on by the war and 
they have got to be faced pretty soon. The 
war has also given an edge to the problems 
which it has not necessarily created, and so 
they may as well be faced also. 

The bottom weakness of the English book 
trade is that it is not sufficiently well organ- 
ized. It still is something of a relic of the 
time when publishing and booksellng were 
things to be done rather as nice occupations 
than as plain business. That view of publish- 
ing and bookselling was one which had advan- 
tages and pleasant sides, so long as buying 
books was a limited thing by educated people, 
who knew just what they wanted. When, 
however, the English democracy came into the 
saddle and the people became the great book 
market, matters changed. Ever since then, 
and roughly we may say that that was a 
quarter of a century ago, the English book 
trade has been trying to adapt itself to the 
new conditions. Nothing is more conservative 
in the world than the atmosphere of books— 
and a good job too; and so this process of 
adaptation has been rather a difficult matter. 
The bookseller and the publisher have been 
between two risks, that of losing the old- 
fashioned, good book-buyer and that of gain- 
ing, or not gaining, the popular, many-headed 
democratic book-buyer. 

When Americans come to England first they 
always say: “But why should you have this 
institution, or that institution; we do not have 
them, because we would find them in the way.” 
The answer to remarks of that kind is always 
the same, namely, that the English institutions 
are the growth of a thousand years, not of 
yesterday, and that while this has given us 
things of which we are naturally proud, it has 
also given us other things which it takes a 
good deal of time to plane down to a demo- 


| cratic, working method. That is precisely the 


situation with our book trade which has cen- 
turies of a good name and yet is not nearly 
so well adapted to modern methods as its sis- 
ter organization, the publication and circula- 
tion of newspapers. All the newspaper man- 
agers I know say that the publication and 
organization of newspapers in London is much 
more perfect than the same things are in New 
York, or in any part of America. They say 
that on the strength of successive visits to 
America, and, judging by the huge circula- 
tions which the cheap London daily papers 
now have, the statement would seem to be 
accurate. Perhaps it was easy for newspapers 
to develop and adapt the facilities of modern 
communication for their circulation and per- 
haps it is difficult for the book trade to do the 
same thing, but it has got to be done, and the 
war brings nearer the need for doing it. 
How is it to be done? That is the ques- 
tion, and it cannot be solved in a day or a 
week, or a month, or a year, but already our 
most enlightened publishers and booksellers 
are beginning to look for a solution. At pres- 
ent the situation is broadly this: that if you 
want a book you have got to go and get it. 
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Now obviously the situation should be, if 
books are to have as good a chance as less 
valuable goods of selling, that the book should 
go to the possible buyer, or, at all events, be 
put continually in his way. 

There are probably five thousand people in 
Great Britain who want, all the time, to know 
all about books. Many of these are libra- 
rians, others are “intellectuals,” as, for in- 
stance, professors and teachers, and the re- 
mainder are constant book lovers. There are 
over five thousand people in Great Britain who 
are good book buyers, what you would call the 
second market, by which one means that they 
are always on the lookout for interesting 
books, although they are not absolutely given 
over to the pursuit of them. That gives us ten 
thousand people who constitute the backbone 
of the English book-buying public, and you will 
have, perhaps, twenty thousand more who buy 
novels and travels and occasionally a book of 
history. If you add still another ten thousand 
in a general way, it gives you a deliberate book 
public of fifty thousand people, and there can 
be no doubt that if they were properly and 
intimately appealed to that the sale of English 
books would be greater than it is. 

We have seen two general results in regard 
to books arising out of the war; first there has 
been a strong dislocation of the trade of pub- 
lishing and of the trade of selling. Conse- 
quently there has been a marked falling away 
on the part of buyers of all classes. What the 
thoughtful publisher and the equally thought- 
ful bookseller say is “Need there have been so 
great a dislocation in the putting out of books 
and need there have been so great a falling 
away in the buying of them?” Our _ pub- 
lisher and our bookseller stop there for a 
minute and then they ask further, “Need there 


have been those dislocations if the book | 


trade were as perfect as it ought to be, having 
regard to modern conditions?” The answer 
upon the whole is “No,” and the war will have 
done good if it leads to the reasons for this 
being gradually examined and put into practi- 
cal book politics. 

There has been talk from time to time of 
one great central book organization which 
would look after the book needs of the whole 
country. That, perhaps, is a dream rather than 
a possibility, and the new book machine which 
England needs and will eventually demand will 
have to be built up in a smaller, quieter way. 
The tremendous arrival some years ago of 
popular literature for the new reading democ- 
racy knocked out a good many of the old book 
shops. They will have to come back, perhaps 
in a different form, perhaps as book shops 
which will not mind making reprints the basis 
of their trade, but come back they must. It is 
a good sign of their coming that the young 
men in the English book trade are steadily be- 
stirring themselves to become more and more 
perfect in their business. , 

A bookseller, like a poet, is born rather than 
made, but, like a poet also, he can perfect him- 
self in his business. There are a thousand 
corners of England where a man devoted to 
the trade of books could set up a little shop 
and make a quite good living in a modest 
fashion. We must look for the arrival of that 
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man, and perhaps we may find when he does 
arrive that he will also become a publisher in 
a local manner. Indeed, the recrudescence of 
local publishing in England has been remark- 
able within the past few years. The war has 
produced a great deal of poetry, as wars do. 
and much of that poetry, some of it not at all 
bad, has been published by local booksellers 
in Manchester, in Newcastle, in Glasgow, and, 
of course, in Edinburgh, which remains an 
important publishing centre. 

So much may be said on the organization 
side of the book trade, and next comes the 
question of the price of books. It may be 
taken that 6s. as the price of the average new 
novel is now established in England. Efforts 
have been made to publish new novels at 2s. 6d. 
and 2s. and other small prices, but they have 
not worked out very well. The reason for 
that is that the chief circulation of new fic- 
tion is obtained through libraries, and that 
2s. or 2s. 6d. imply a largeness of circulation 
which cannot be got so that authors are, on 
such a basis, unable to reap anything like a 
decent profit out of their works. 

The net system for what is called “serious 
books” has been very useful to the book trade 
and it also is securely fixed. There is a cer- 
tain public complaint against it to the effect 
that it has forced up the price of books, and 
perhaps that has been so. It does not matter 
a great deal, however, because people who 
absolutely must have certain books do not 
grudge an extra sixpence or a shilling, and 
nowadays cheap editions of all sorts of books 
come out very quickly for the benefit of those 
who cannot pay the original prices. There re- 
mains, however, a great field for volumes at a 
popular price, and roughly it may be called the 
field at present occupied by the reprint. 

The reprint stands for a tremendous market 
in the English book trade, and publishers and 
booksellers alike are beginning to realize that 
this market may only be the herald of an 
equally large market for new books at like 
prices. There is no reason why the reprint 
market should suffer, because the old classics 
and modern books which have won a reputa- 
tion will always be welcomed by the mass of 
the people at a cheap price. That same mass 
of the people is, however, crying out to have 
new books given to it right away at prices 
which it can pay—anything between sixpence 
and half-a-crown. With its present state of 
organization, the English book trade cannot 
produce and circulate in sufficient numbers new 
books of this kind to make the business a 
paying one. It sees, however, that there is a 
great new business almost in sight, and it is 
considering with itself how it is going to de- 
velop its organization to meet that business. 

Perhaps before the year now begun is out 
we shall find ourselves well on the road to a 
solution of this large and important problem, 
and if it is solved wisely and well, then the 
English book trade will be on the way to a 
larger sphere of usefulness than it has ever 
had, and with all its bad aspects, the war will 
have this claim to remembrance that it has 
stirred the more energetic elements of book 
life into a new generating power.

Now that we have had time to consider in 
detail the publication statistics for 1914 pre- 
sented in the January Ist issue of the (English) 
Bookseller, says that paper editorially, it will 
be generally agreed, | think, that the results 
revealed are, in the circumstances, not only 
encouraging but, in the favorable sense. sur- 
prising. That upwards of eight thousand new 
books should have been published in this coun- 
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war, which brought it, and all connected with 
it, into the threatening shadow of complete 
disaster. 

We must not forget, of course, that a mere 
record of the number of works published af- 
fords no criterion of the year’s prosperity, or 
otherwise, from a business point of view. On 
that important aspect of the matter we ex- 
pect no statistics, and should not get them if 
we did; but we do not need any precise figures

try during such a year as that lately ended is | 
surely a fact that in itself “speaks volumes” — 
if you will allow me to say so—for the high | 


courage and indomitable spirit with which the 
publishers, as a body, have so far “carried on” 
in defiance of conditions infinitely more diff- 
cult and menacing than any that the most ex- 
perienced among them has ever before been 
called upon to face. The total, as a matter of 


fact, falls not so very far short of the normal; | 


and though the great demand for war litera- 


ture in the later months of the year had no | 


doubt some share in bringing about this result, 


it must be recognized that the figures, as they | 


stand, give a very practical rebuke to the 
craven croakers who could see nothing but all- 
round stagnation and ruin ahead when the 
war-cloud burst upon us last August. And I 
think we may go further, and claim that these 
Statistics entitle the book trade to the credit 
of having done its utmost loyally to interpret 
the national watchword, “Business as usual,” 
and to combat with all possible pluck 
and enterprise the malign influence of the 





to tell us that the sales of books of all kinds, 
other than dpropos works of specially attractive 
quality, are of necessity affected more or less 
severely by such conditions as those in which 
we have been living during the past few 
months. For authors, for publishers, and for 
booksellers alike, the circumstances have been, 
and are, those of a strenuous up-hill fight 
against adversity. Only when “the war-drum 
throbs no longer” can we expect things to be 
again as they have been in the peaceful world 
of books; but meanwhile it is heartening to 
have definite evidence that the struggle is being 
so pluckily waged. 

As might have been expected, the largest de- 
ficit in the number of last year’s books, as 
compared with those of its immediate prede- 
cessor, was registered in the department of fic- 
tion. But, even so, the falling-off was not a 
very large one, amounting to something less 
than three hundred and fifty; and the surpris- 
ing thing is that sech a year as that with which 
we have just parted should have seen the birth 
of no fewer than one thousand nine hundred 
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and forty-one novels. Considering that, before 
the war broke out, we were all worrying about 
the nuisance of superfluous fiction, I really do 
not see how the 1914 figures under this head 
can be regarded as giving any cause for lamen- 
tation. Very interesting and significant has 
been the marked increase in the output of 
works of the “serious” order, both religious 
and secular. Theological books may be said— 
if the expression is not deemed irreverent in 
such a connection—to have “boomed” during 
the past twelve months, and works dealing with 
education and with political economy, as well 
as those concerned with legal and Parliament- 
ary matters, have also improved their position 
in these strenuous times, though, on the other 
hand, “poetry and the drama” have quite un- 


expectedly shown themselves slightly on the 


upward grade. But, needless to say, the super- 
“boom” of last year was achieved by books on 
naval and military subjects, which more than 
trebled their numbers as compared with those 
recorded in the preceding year’s table. And it 
needs no gift of divination to prediet that the 
present year’s figures under this head are des- 
tined to be a good deal larger still. 

Taking the statistics as a whole, and making 
a general survey of last year’s operations and 
of the results achieved under conditions of 
exceptional difficulty, we seem justified in 
drawing a fairly encouraging moral for the 
time that lies immediately ahead. We may re- 
member for our comfort that, since the first 
shock of the nation’s plunge into war is now 
past, the public, familiarized by hard usage 
with the existing condition of things, are less 
likely to be distracted from their ordinary lit- 
erary interests than they necessarily were in the 
opening stages of the great conflict. As we all 
hope and believe, the present year will not have 
wholly lost its youth before we are cheered 
by good news of a vital character from both 
theatres of war. So we may enter with good 
heart upon the new season’s activities, well 
assured that a continuance of the same bold 
policy which brought us through the critical 
months of last autumn will not fail to com- 
mand its due reward. 





But if the publishers are prepared to make 
ventures of faith by advertising their spring 
issues on something approaching the usual 
scale, it seems only fair to appeal to the news- 
papers to do their part by devoting a more 
adequate amount of space and attention to 
new books than—with a very few exceptions— 
they have given at any time during the past 
few months. There can be no doubt that the 
sales of books during the autumn season were 
adversely affected by the scant notice which, 
as a rule, they received from the papers; and, 
even making all due allowance for the para- 
mount claims of the war, it ought surely not 
to be impossible for some improvement to be 
made in this respect. Editors may be quite 
sure that their readers would be far from 
resenting such agreeable respite from the great 
obsession of the time as a fuller consideration 
of the newest books would afford. 





“TYPO” STATISTICS FOR 1914 FOR THE 
BOOKTRADE. 


ALTHOUGH 1914 in the making was generally 
termed a year of business depression—psycho- 
logical or otherwise, Typo has the cheerful 
announcement to make that during the year 
over one hundred new members enrolled. 

A brief survey of the year’s work of this 
Credit Center is herewith appended. 

There have been 52 Weekly Confidential Bul- 
letins issued. These Bulletins have contained 
3151 separate items of failures, bankruptcies, 
changes of interest, meeting of creditors’ and 
judgments. 

On January 2d and July Ist, the semi- 
annual Credit Books were issued. In each 
book more than twenty thousand changes were 
made in order to keep the edition up to stand- 
ard. The number of changes 1n street address, 
ratings, classifications, etc., is an indication 
of the changing character of the Trade. 

There were two book publishing extensions 
during the year each with liabilities in excess 
of $50,000 and two failures, one with liabilities 
of $30,000, one with $40,000. In two of these 
cases Mr. Leonard, the secretary of Typo, was

CENTURY COMPANY MOVES NEXT 
WEEK. 

The removal of The Century Co. from 
Union Square to the Armory Building, Fourth 
Avenue, between Twenty-fifth and Twenty- 
sixth streets, is in the line of the uptown ad- 
vance which has been going on for some 
years among the publishers. The Century Co. 
began as Scribner & Co. at 654 Broadway, 
then moved to 743 Broadway, and now, after 
thirty-four years of life in Union Square, it 
has joined the colony of publishers on Fourth 
Avenue. 

When The Century Co. moved to Union 
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Square in September, 1881, the name had just 
been changed from Scribner & Co., and the 
name of the chief publication had been Scrib- 
ner's Monthly up to the issue of the number 
for November, 1881, which was the first to 
appear under “The Century” name and from 
the new offices in Union Square. The Century 
Co. was founded by Roswell Smith, Dr. J. G. 
Holland, and the late Mr. Charles Scribner, 
senior. Dr. Holland became the first editor 
of Scribner's Monthly, and Mr. Roswell Smith, 
the business manager of the company. In 
1881, at the time of the removal and of the 
change in name, Mr. Roswell Smith and the 
younger members of the company bought out 
the Scribner interest, the firm of Charles 
Scribner’s Sons agreeing not to publish a 
magazine for five years. At the end of that 
time they brought out the present Scrib- 
ner’s Magazine. 

Before its removal to Union Square, the 
company had become the publishers of Dr. 
Robinson’s popular hymn and tune books, and 
had brought out a few books which had grown 
out of the two magazines, The Century and 
St. Nicholas, but it was not until after the 
name had become The Century Co. that the 
company began, in a large way, the publica- 
tion of miscellaneous books. 

The building into which The Century Co. 
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moves is located near two local stations of | 


the Fourth Avenue subway, and not a great 
distance from the Grand Central and Penn- 
sylvania stations. The building itself is a new 
and fireproof modern structure, and from 
large north skylights in the roof is lighted 
from every side. The company will occupy 
the entire twelfth floor. 

The storage and shipping departments which 
have heretofore occupied five floors in an ell of 
the DeVinne Press building, will now be ac- 
commodated on the same floor with the rest of 
the offices. The partitions are of oak, finished 
in dull silver gray. The walls will be treated 
in a soft, warm buff, with cream ceilings, and 


shades of the same tone as the partitions. The | 


building is equipped with four fire towers, and 
the quarters for the women will have specially 
good light and air.

SOME REMARKS ON AMERICAN AND 
ENGLISH FICTION. 


In last month’s Atlantic Monthly, Edward 
Garnett writes “with candor” on the practice 
and prospects of English and American fiction, 
with such candor that his observations should 
be of general interest to the trade. It is per- 
haps needless to add, with the editors of the 
Atlantic Monthly, that “The reader must un- 
derstand that his critical estimates are entirely 
his [Mr. Garnett’s] own.” 


~ “T speak here,” says Mr. Garnett, “as an Eng- 


lish reviewer who has been interested for many 
years in the American attempt to evolve, in 
imaginative literature, a standard of fine qual- 
ity, one which, in Mr. W. D. Howell’s phrase, 
‘should be neither shamed nor vaunting.’ And 
first it may be of profit to inquire whether the 
artistic quality of English and American fic- 
tion is higher than was the case fifteen or 
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twenty years ago. I believe that though the 
ordinary English novel is a mediocre affair, 
truly representative of our middle-class limi- 
tations, our dull but honest domesticity, our 
lack of wit and insensitiveness to form, our 
dislike of bitter truths, our preference for 
mild idealism and sentimental solutions, stil] 
the typical English novel to-day is less vulgar, 
less false, less melodramatic in its appeal than 
it was a generation ago. 

“It appears to me that, of late, a certain in- 
tensification of the commercial ideal in Amer- 
ica, with the increasing ‘hunt of the dollar,’ is 
more and more restricting the field of exercise 
of the finer and quieter talents in fiction, and 
that the rivalry of American publishers in 
flooding the country with inferior brands of 
novels must be tending to depress the public 
standard of taste. It must be, indeed, that 
there are fine and delicate talents emerging 
amid the raging spate of ‘best sellers’; but it 
is harder to distinguish their gleam amid the 
subfusk, swollen cataract of stories made to 
order. 

“In England, of course, as in America, there 
are bottomless depths in the insatiable appe- 
tite of the public for an art of sensational 
shocks; but the point is whether the market 
for the fine, conscientious piece of literary 
craftsmanship is a rising or a falling one? 
Various straws of tendency in the United 
States point in a depressing direction. Twenty 
years ago did not Mr. W. D. Howells’s splendid 
example in literature carry more weight with 
the intelligent public than to-day? It will be 
rejoined, perhaps, that there is no living novel- 
ist of the younger American school who can 
paint with such subtle flexibility of insight and 
such breadth of vision the portrait of his 
generation, as did the author of ‘Silas Lap- 
ham.’ If so, the sign is not auspicious. 

“The fact that the influence wielded by your 
two ablest novelist, Edith Wharton and Anne 
Douglas Sedgwick, is so restricted in scope in 
proportion to their gift, suggests that the 
American mind is hostile to the artist in litera- 
ture, whereas our English audience, at worst, 
is apathetic or indifferent. With us, though 
the fight against commercial Philistinism is 
perennial, the writers of rare imaginative gift 
do not seem to me so isolated, so hemmed in, 
and cut off from assistance of cultivated minds 
as in America, 


THE TEST OF LITERARY VALUE, 


“The failure of American criticism to recog- 
nize that, by virtue of thirty little masterpieces 
in the short story, Miss Sarah Orne Jewett 
ranks with the leading European masters, and 
its grudging, inadequate recognition of the 
most original genius it has produced in storv- 
telling, Mr. Stephen Crane, showed me that 
it had not realized that real talent, esthetic 
or literary, is individual in its structure, ex- 
perience, outlook, and growth, and that it 
makes its appeal and survives to posterity by 
reason of its peculiar originality of tone and 
vision expressed in beauty and force of form, 
of atmosphere, and of style. 

“Every fresh native talent emerges by virtue 
of its revelation of fresh aspects and original 
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points of view, which create fresh valuations 
in our comprehension of life and human na- 
ture. Now, this very simple test, which is in- 
deed self-evident, is the touchstone by which 
we separate the genuine metal of imaginative 
art from the sham or common alloy of the 
popular fabricated article. If we apply it in 
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the cases of Frank R. Stockton and Joel | 


Chandler Harris we perceive that the original- 


ity of those delightful humorists entitles them | 


to seats not far removed from that of Mark 


Twain. Again, when Mr. Frank Norris ap- | emotional, of the great majority, under pain 


peared, his ‘McTeague’ was no literarv echo, 
or iteration or affirmation of current social 
ideas or ideals, whatever may have been the 
precise measure of his literary talent. The 
same may be said of Mr. Harold Frederick’s 
powerful novel, ‘Illumination.’ Later, when 
Mr. Dreiser came in sight with his ‘Sister 
Carrie,’ the present writer had the honor of 


that admirable piece of realism was being cold- 
shouldered and boycotted for years by the 
body of American publishers.” 

Mr. Garnett then expresses the opinion that 
in point of artistic gifts and originality of 
temperament such writers as Sarah Orne Jew- 
ett, Miss Murfree, Mary Wilkins, Grace King, 
Edith Wharton, Anne Douglas Sedgwick, 
Frank R. Stockton, J. C. Harris, Hamlin Gar- 
land, F. Hopkinson Smith, Stephen Crane, 
Frank Norris, and O. Henry, are far ahead 
of the mere clever, popular favorites, who, 
“in tone, in insight, in style, are little more 
than a popular sounding-board for the rever- 
beration of current tones and moods of the 
mass of minds.” 


ENGLISH AUTHORS. 

“At this point of the inquiry,” he continues, 
“my reader may ask, Do not you possess in 
England this same class of popular favorites 


whose novels and tales are also destitute of | 


real creative originality, esthetic interest, and 
individual insight? We do.... 

“I must admit that the vast majority of our 
English audience is uncritical in its taste, and 
that many of our ‘best sellers’ are also the 
most poverty-stricken and mediocre in point 
of vision, form, atmosphere, and style. But 
the chief advantage we possess which leads to 
the fostering of literary talent, giving it lib- 
erty to grow and a certain, if small, measure 
of favoring recognition, springs, I believe, 
from the fact that the Englishman is so indi- 
vidual in his instincts that the unorthodox 
novelist of real talent will always find some 


backer to publish and support him, and re- | 


viewers to criticize him with insight and fair- 
ness, without deferring to the opinion of the 
majority. However dull or mediocre an ordi- 
nary English novelist may be, I do not think 
that he deliberately echoes the orthodox shib- 


boleths, moral or social, of the public at large, | 
or that he makes a fetish of ‘recognized opin- | 


ion.’ I cannot help connecting the strange 
timidity (I had almost written cowardice) of

| vidual’s judgment and taste. If there be a 


recommending it for English publication, while | noticeable dearth of originality of feeling and 


outlook in latter-day American fiction, it must 
be because the individual is subjected from the 
start to the insistent pressure of social ideals 
of conformity which paralyze or crush out the 
finer, rarer, more sensitive individual talents. 
I do not say that English writers are not vexed 
in a minor degree by Mrs. Grundy’s attempts 
to boycott or crush novels that offend the taste 
of ‘the villa public,’ but I believe that our social 
atmosphere favors the writer of true individ- 
ualitv; and in proof of this statement, I set 
down here a list of over sixty novelists of 
genuine original talent, many of whom are 
literary craftsmen of high artistic quality:

“DO NOT DEMOCRATIZE LITERATURE.” 
“Whv is it that the work of so many highly 
intelligent American novelists is so deficient in 
artistic quality when we come to compare it 
with European fiction on the same intellectual 
level? Writers of genius America can, of 
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course, show us... but I am speaking with 
reference to scores of the clever popular novel- 
ists whose artistic instincts seem to be affected, 
indeed largely stultified, by an insidious force, 
omnipresent in the American social atmos- 
phere, which dictates such absurd observances 
as ‘the happy ending.’ While nearly every so- 
ciety wishes its governing ideas to be para- 
mount, and is distrustful of the artist who 
subjects them to an unfaltering analysis, it is 
only in America that the commercial instinct 
seems to have succeeded in erecting the medi- 
ocrity of the ordinary man, in matters artistic, 
into an imperative standard of tastelessness.... 

“Now, in modern art, what matters perhaps 
most is the temperament of the artist, that 
individual essence which creates a new spirit- 
ual quality and atmosphere out of the life and 
forms and patterns of society.... Amn essen- 
tial in creative art is the artist’s temperamen- 
tal absorption in his own work. Art in that 
respect is essentially aristocratic, however 
democratic its appeal may be. That is what 
Meredith meant when he said, ‘Do not democ- 
ratize literature.’ Beer or blankets or biscuits 
or braces may be manufactured to please the 
taste of the average man, but art cannot be so 
dealt with under penalty of losing its quality 
as art. The business people do not, of course, 
understand this. They cry aloud for novels 
that sell in hundreds of thousands — those 
novels which are ‘graded,’ cleverly or not, to 
a standard of mediocre taste. And tempera- 
mental quality, being unadaptable and self- 
regarding, is apt to be a stumbling-block in the 
way of those popular achievements. Amer- 
icans, however charming and intelligent they 
may be, always seem nervously anxious to 
appear orthodox in their artistic taste and 
appreciation. And this, of course, means keep- 
ing to the high road of mediocrity, for gen- 
uine taste implies again the expression of an 
individual temperament. 


TWO FAULTS IN AMERICAN FICTION. 


“The two characteristics of popular latter-day 
American fiction which are destructive of its 
appeal to rank as fine art are: (a) exaggera- 
tion, (b) the presentation and glorification of 
‘standardized’ morals, manners, emotions, and 
of stereotyped social ambitions and ethical 
valuations.” 

Touching the first of these points, Mr. Gar- 
nett goes on to show the tendency in certain 
American novels “to exhaust us with a surfeit 
of flimsy and violent sensationalism,” the au- 
thor “plays with the loud pedal down, and is 
continually throwing in all kinds of flashy 
effects.” 

“A vital reason for the discouragement of 
crude, violent, and noisy art,” he continues, 
“is that an audience which is habituated to 
being ‘thrilled’ will require coarser and coarser 
stimulants to excite its jaded mental palate. 
Sensational art is art in which everybody 
seems to be talking at the top of his voice to 
attract attention, till at last the hubbub be- 
comes so deafening that the people still re- 
solved on being heard begin to howl and 
scream. So it is with ‘best sellers’ that are 


. ‘all outside and no inside,’ and with ‘the New 


Fiction that People are Reading’; the pub- 
lishers and the authors seem to be conspiring 
to force the note of exaggeration till the typi- 
cal ‘best seller’ works with automatic prevision 
in producing scenes of sweet sentimentalism 
or shock after shock of melodramatic incident. 
If I am in error in thinking that twenty years 
ago the American novel of sensation was a 
far soberer and more human affair than it is 
to-day, I should welcome evidence on the 
point. 

“As regards my second criticism, (b), that 
the modern American novelist seems to de- 
light in the presentation of ‘standardized’ 
morals, manners, and emotions, and the glori- 
fication of stereotyped aspirations and ethical 
valuations, I may illustrate it by saying that 
his unconscious habit seems to be to swim 
with the current, to swim not across the 
stream, but down it. He would appear to be 
carried along by the force of the social stream 
at such a pace that his swimming, that is, his 
work, does not show any appreciable resist- 
ance to the way that the tide of popular ideas 
and ideals happens ‘to be setting. 1 expect of 
course the work of a score or more of novel- 
ists, such as Booth Tarkington, Robert Her- 
rick, Owen Wister, Miss Dewing, and Neith 
Boyce, whose criticism of character is accom- 
panied by a criticism of society; but the 
weakness of the ordinary well-written A:mneri- 
can novel lies, if I may say so, in its senti- 
mental and ethical conventionality. Even the 
novelists who set out to create ‘fresh valua- 
tions’ in social propaganda seem to me to deal 
in ‘stock’ sizes of manly emotions. 

“Even in novels of a superior order, which 
may be marked by genuine psychological in- 
sight, atmospheric truth, and a highly consci- 
entious exposition of character and motive, we 
find that the didactic touch often robs the 
story of the qualities of flexible grace and 


naturalness which are essential to fine crafts- 
manship. 


LITERATURE AND MORALITY. 


_ “It seems as if even a slight dose of ‘ethical 
intention’ may be as fatal to the creation of a 
perfect illusion or mirage of life in an artist's 
picture as is the bias of diffused sentimental- 
ism. American novelists in general might 
ponder the acute saying of Joubert: ‘In paint- 
ing the moral side of Nature, what the artist 
has most to beware of is exaggeration; while 
in painting its physical side what he has to fear 
most is weakness.’ Latter-day American 
storytellers, most of them, seem to be in a 
conspiracy to ‘make the world better,’ to 
touch the heart,’ to ‘make you forget all your 
troubles,’ to ‘exalt life and love.’ These inten- 
tions are so unfaltering, and the stress laid on 
clean living’ is so insistent, that one is forced 
to ask one’s self whether the practice and 
theory of living in America are not antagonis- 
tic? whether the exaggerated sentimental ap- 
peal may not denote a thinness of real emo- 
tion, and the persistent absorption with the 
moral issue an uneasy self-distrust? It would 
be as ridiculous to charge the great Ameri- 
can people with being less honest with them- 
selves than are those of other nations, as it 
would be to doubt that in ‘the land of free- 
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dom,’ there is less inner freedom than else- 
where. But the latter-day American novel 
often leaves one with an uneasy idea that the 
weight and momentum of American civiliza- 
tion are rolling out the paste of human na- 
ture very flat, and are stamping it with 
machine made patterns of too common an or- 
der. 

“Another simile that obtrudes itself in read-

What seems odd is that this 
persistently active ‘conscience’ apparently 
forces the American novelist to dodge and 
evade any real examination of the cleavage 
between his so-called ‘higher nature’ and the 
claims of the senses. The blinking of facts 
concerning the appetite of love was marvelous 


indeed in the Victorian novel; but the effect |

“To bring my remarks to a head I will 
conclude by saying that, whereas the limited 
horizon of modern English fiction, its lack of 
national breadth, its tameness and lack of sym- 
pathy with the democracy, are due to its re- 
stricted middle-class outlook, the American 
novel fails by virtue of its idealistic bias and 
psychological timidity. The novelist should 
put human nature under the lens and scruti- 
nize its motives and conduct with the most 
searching and exacting interest. His esthetic 
pleasure in the rich spectacle of life should be 
backed by a remorseless instinct for telling the 
truth. But it is impossible to combine these 
qualities with the commercial, ethical, and 
sentimental ideals that seem to make up 
American ‘optimism.’ ‘America is strong in 
the uplift,’ said a publisher of ‘Sunshine-Mak- 
ers’ and ‘Best Sellers’ to the present writer, 
who, rejoicing at these synonymous terms, 
wandered back to the shelf of his prized 
American classics, Walt Whitman and Poe, 
W. D. Howells, Thoreau, Miss Sarah Orne 
Jewett, O. Henry, and Stephen Crane.”
